SIMONDS SAYS IT MAY DECIDE WAR

NE week ago I analyzed in detail the earlier 
O phases of the great Russian advance be- 
tween the Pripet marshes and the- Ru- 
manian frontier. Since that time the advance of 
the Slav, materially slackened, has still gone for- 
ward. At the moment he has taken Czernowitz 
and is approaching Kovel, which are at the op- 
posite ends of the great southeastern front. In the 
center he has reached the frontier at Brody, but 
has been held up a little west of Tarnopol. 
It.is plain that the situation fm the Galician 
and Volhynian regions is now approaching a crisis 
which must involve the safety of the whole front 
of the central Powers 
from the Gulf of Riga

and Lemberg. The new front will then extend 
from the Pripet marshes southward to Kovel and 


thence to. Viadmir Wolynski, thence southward '

Granted that this thing takes place, and it is 
the thing that the Austrians and Germans are 
moving heaven and earth to bring about, the new 
front of the central Powers will follow the old 
from the Baltic to the Pripet marshes; thence 
it will curve markedly inward toward Kovel;

| If the Drive Continues 
T: curve amounts to a semi-circle, drawn 


about Dubno, with a radius of perhaps 

thirty-five miles, which represents the ex- 
treme penetrztion of the Russian into the Austrian 
front. Going south again there is a second semi- 
circle of perhaps twenty-five miles radius, from 
the point where the Dneister reaches the Russian 
frontier. As the northern curve extends toward 
Kovel and. Viadimir Wolynski, the southern passes 
southwest of Czernowitz and is approaching Ko- 
lomea. 

These two semi-circles, to use the military par- 
lance, are the wedges which the Russians have 
driven into the Austrian lines, after having suc- 
cessfully broken the trench front which was in 
their immediate front. The war in these sectors 
has thus become a war of movement as contrasted 
with the trench operation. 
figure, these two circles represent breaks in the 
dike the central Powers had erected against the 
Slavonic flood; through these breaks the Rus- 
sian waters are now sweeping and extending not 
only westward, but tending to swirl round the 
ends of the dike and expand north and south in 
the fashion of a fan. 

Now, if this rush continues long it is clear 
that the center of the Austrians, stil] standing rel- 
atively firmly before Tarnopol and covering the 
railroad to Lemberg, will have tu draw back to 
avold being enveloped on both its flanks by the 
Russian hosts pouring through the breaks in the 
dike to the west of Lutsk and to the north of Ko- 
lomea. 

Exactly what happens when there is a break in 
a Mississippi levee is now taking place along the 
eastern front. The Germans and’ Austrians are 
trying to build a temporary dike behind the 
and to circumscribe the area of inundation. a 
we hear of very great concentrations of troops 
taking place behind the line that was broken and 
in front of Kovel and Viadmir Volynski.

At the moment the main objectives of the Rus- 
Sians are the two towns of Kovel and Stanislau, 
north and southeast of Lemberg. They are sweep- 
ing forward on both flanks with the purpose to 
envelop the center and compel the retirement of 
the Germans and Austrians from Lemberg. In 
this they are exactly following their successful 
campaign of August and September, 1914. 

If the Russians can get to Kovel, and they are 
not more than twenty miles from it now, they 
will obtain the most important railroad junction 
along their southern front, the point of inter- 
section between lines from Lublin and Kiev and 
Rowno and Brest-Litovsk; their northern flank 
will then be protected by the Pripet marshes, they 
will command the railroads down which the Ger- 
mans could send troops to take them in the flank 
and they will be at least a hundred miles west 
of the present German position at, Pinsk and in a 
position to attack the German flank and rear from 
the Pripet marshes to the Dwina. 

This would inevitably compel the Germans to 
draw back on all their eastern front now extend- 
ing from Pinsk to the environs of Riga: it would 
mean the surrender of all the Russian territory 
that has been occupied, save only Russian Poland 

and possibly a portion of the Courland. It would 
mean a retirement to the line of the Niemen and 
the Bug. Russia would by a single blow recover 
more than half of what she lost last summer.

This clear statement of unselfish policy has 
been affirmed by every utterance and act of 
the President since. 

In his notes to Mexico and the Latin-American 
states, Secretary Lansing has emphasized our 
intention to make war, if driven to,it, for the 
defense of our territory and a reasonable as- 
surance of order and safety for Americans. He 
disclaims intervention to control Mexico or to 
seek power or land. 

The President can define his intentions and 
his policy, but ultimately the people through 
their representatives in Congress will determine 
the policy of the country. Congress has the 
power to declare war and to say what {ts object 
shall be. Upon Congress, moved by popular 


ity for the course of the Government and the 
purposes it shall pursue {n prosecuting the war. 
The outcome will be in the hands of Congress— 
whether it shall be a war of honor and duty or 
of loot and land. 

Tt is well for the people to fix their purposes 
row on the eve of conflict, because tremendous 
pressure will be exercised by the jingoes and 
the land grabbers to direct the Government to 
a course of annexation and aggrandizement. 
Already the elements which have urged inter- 
vention in Mexico are shouting for a war of 
plunder. The organs which were directed to 
ageravating the Mexican situation are now 
turned to directing the outcome of the inevitable 
conflict. Congressmen Mann and Cannon in 
the House of Representatives, started the cam- 
paign of aggression by demanding an official 
statement of this purpose. The organs of the 
jingoes and the interests in Mexico, to which 
annexation would mean untold wealth, have 
taken wp this hue and cry. 

Let us decide now in accord with our pledges 
and fdeals, with the statements of the Pres!- 
dent and the wording of the resolutions pending 
in Congress that our purpose is not conquest 
or rapacity, but the conservation of our legi- 
timate interests and the independent welfare 
of the Mexican people.

Their power 
over expenditures is unqualified except on the 
point that the Aldermen may decrease estimates 
but may not increase them. 

We understand now the frame of mind in 
which the Comptroller saw the $1,839,205 wind- 
fall dropping into the city treasury from the 
United Railways hands. It resembled the frame 
of mind fn which the desperate Statehouse gang 
harrassed by the demands of another erratio, 
deficit-producing budget and casting fits eyes 
around for first-aid relief in any quarter, saw 
with eased burden of soul the nice, fat balance 
reposing In the primary school fund. . 
Mr. Player and Mr. Hall speak contemptuously 
about public hearings which will enable the peo- 
ple of St. Louis to indicate how they would like 
to have their own money spent. But if public 
opinion is neither consulted nor considered there 
will be a day of reckoning for all who neglect 
its just demands. 


OUR LOANS TO THE BELLIGERENTS. 
With the $50,000,000 loan just made to the Rus- 
sian Government and the $100,000,000 virtually 
promised to the French Government, United 
States capital will have loaned the belligerent na- 
tions of Europe upwards of $1,000,000,000 for war 
purposes, at 5 and 6 per cent. 

Taking the interest at the lower rate, it will 
amount to over $50,000,000 annually, to be paid 
to United States holders of the bonds and notes, 
by the taxpayers of Great Britain and Ireland, 
Canada, France, Italy, Russia and Germany. 
Some alarmists have asserted that, after the 
war, the radicals of these nations will urge the 
repudiation of this Indebtedness. They will say 
to the lenders: “We have spent our lives and 
the lives of our brothers in this great conflict. 
These are gone irrevocably. You have given 
nothing but your money. Why should you ex- 
pect to get it back? We will not pay it.” A pic- 
ture has been drawn of wholesale repudiation, 
and of the United States attempting, through 
force, to coerce the taxpayers of Europe to 
pay up. 

Those who make these assertions forget that 
European men and women, for the most part, 
have fought this greatest of all wars on convic- 
tion and are still possessed of a sense of. honor. 
For the very reazon that they have sacrificed the 
greatest thing—life—for principle, they will, 
though groaning, perhaps, under the burden, pay 
these just debts, recognizing the fact that, but 
for this financial aid, they could not have made 
the greater sacrifice. 
Only one European of note, we believe, Rud- 
yard Kipling, has suggested repudiation, and his 
words found no echo anywhere. 


BISHOP QUAYLE’S HUMOR. 
With Bishop Quayle coming to make this 
town his home, there is threatened an epidemic 
of muddy bedspreads.

SUGGESTIONS FOR HUGHES. 

New York Herald: Efforts are being made to 
brand Mr. Hughes with the stigma of German- 
ism.

DEMOCRATIC “GOLD BRICKS.” 

Chicago Tribune: “Thank God for .Wilson” 
resolutions, dictated but signed without reading by 
Mr. Wilson, have been passed and the campaign 
begins. 

The Democratic ticket will be hard to beat. We 
hope it will be beaten, but it will not be if the 
opposition underestimates the strength of- the 
Democratic position. Puryeyors of gold bricks 
never had a better chance to put their goods on 
the market, and these Democratic purveyors 
proved their skill in St. Louis. They ‘could talk 
tears into the eyes of a Pennsylvania Republican, 
and the effect of their efforts throughout a nation 
which dearly loves to be bunked is likely to be 
stupendous.

It is an old Repub- 
lican trick to accept good crops as evidence of 
Republican efficiency, and this year Republicans 
will have a bag full of such tricks emptied upon 
them by as dextrous a lot of prestidigitators as 
ever took to the road for the confusion of human 
mind. 


CONVENTIONS NOT YET OBSOLETE. 

Philadelphia Ledger: A natural disappoint- 
ment is felt by Mrs. Rinehart in her very pointed 
and penetrating discussion of the three conven- 
tlons, because the conventions as conventions 
did so little except effervesce, while steering com- 
mittees planned things and decided policies. The 
seme criticism is also made by those who see the 
routine of Congress shaped and handled by set 
committees, and also by those who in the broader 
field of politics are continually complaining that 
any orderly government, carried on by a delega- 
tion of powers, wittingly or unwittingly surren- 
dered by the many, is a failure of the ‘‘people” to 
rule. 

But, after all, all these formal and efficient 
methods of handling any matters in conventions 
and Legislatures by which small groups and com- 
mittees and the strong men in these small gfoups 
and committees arrange things grow out of ab- 
solute human necessities. Mob rule is not gov- 
ernment and a town meeting is not necessarily 
all that there is of a democracy. A convention, 
when it is effervescing, may as a matter of fact 
be strongly influencing the platform committees, 
which must of physical necessity sit somewhere 
else out of the hurly-burly in order to express in 
a certain practical form those things that the dele- 
gates in the lobbies and on the floor are saying 
loosely in another. 

But there are always outlets for the opinion of 
those not in these conferences, just as in Con- 
gress the unlimited debate and deliberation of 
the Senate, to say nothing of the House, corrects 
any one-man rule or the rule of the few, if it hap- 
pens that the many do not agree with the few, 
as they very often do not. Opinion is not bottled 
{up there or in conventions, and the mere com- 
ing together of the delegates in a convention, for 
instance, does allow an intercommunication of 
ideas of the freest sort, even if the formal con- 
vention orator be of a certain set type and the 
managers and steerers have to arrange things 


somewhat rigidly, so that the work they have 


come to do may be accomplished. 

In many ways if the average citizen did his duty 
at the polls and as a citizen, the abuse of the dele- 
gated authority which makes it look at times as 
if he were “being ruled instead of ruling’’ would 
lose all its sinister quality and be, seen as the 
simple rule of common sense action by which any 
business must be carried on. Even a church needs 
an organization, and when a group of people in 
any movement really get to work they do it by 
means of a selected few. Mass meetings have their 
place, but they can only resolve on certain broad 
lines while those delegated by the meeting do 
the effective work. Soin conventions. They have 
a valuable function, and when there is not uni- 
versal agreement they kick over the traces of any 
organization or system of procedure. But progress 
is not necessarily by mere mass expression, and a 
stampeded convention running its own affairs 
wildly may be bossed more certainly than one tlrat 
is managed according to the lines of orderly pro- 
cedure by which a few do the hard work and many 
do the shouting. 


FATE OF THE PROGRESSIVES. 

New York Evening Post: Nobody can speak 
of the condition of the Progressive party with 
more authoritative inspiration from Oyster Bay 
than the Philadelphia North American, and yes- 
terday it described that condition as “simply 
murderous.” Events at Chicago left the party in 
a “well-nigh hopeless situation,” and what has 
fcllowed has but reinforced the conclusion that 
the Progressive party is dead. To that conclu- 
sion the North American reluctantly comes, 
though it states the matter much more elegantly 
—namely, ‘the temporary elimination of the Pro- 
gressive party as a vital political organization.” 
Already discussion has begun of the partition of 
the goods of the defunct. The authority we are 
following holds that one-third of the Progressives 
will do whatever Col. Roosevelt tells them to do.

Failure of the Railroad Conference 


STRIKE MUST BE AVOIDED. 

Philadelphia Inquirer: Representatives of’the 
railways and the trainmen are so far apart in 
their views that the conferences are ended and a 
vote is to be taken on a strike. In the meantime 
there is hope that something may be done to avert 
this calamity, which would be one of the most dis- 
astrous in history if the plans of the employes 
should be carried out. 

It is interesting in this connection to note the 
statistics just provided by the Railway Age Ga- 
zette. Eliminating the stocks which are held by 
railways and holding companies, the stocks of the 
companies in this country are held by more than 
600,000 persons. This does not include any of the 
bonded indebtedness, which ts widely distributed. 

The point of this is that there is no small group 
of men who own the railways as is imagined by 
many persons. The owners are a vast army and 
their average holdings are not large, being lesa 
than $10,000. It is certainly improper to call a 
person owning that sum a plutocrat, as it involves 
an income of no more than $500 a year. 

But the greater interest is the total population, 
which depends on the railways for its very life. 
This is by far the greater class, since employes, 
managers and stockholders amount to a com- 
paratively small percentage of the population. A 
general strike would affect every individual in the 
country. It must not occur. 


THE OVER-TIME PROBLEM. 

New York Evening Post: The principal de- 
mand of the brotherhood is for a “basic” eight- 
hour day, with greatly increased wages for over- 
time. But before it can be passed upon it must 
be shown what is actually meant by the fact that 
in a typical recent years there were 260,000 in- 
stances in which crew members worked for over 
16 hours; whether it is true that trainmen can 
earn an adequate income only by working for 
excessive periods; and whether, as the railway 
men claim, a feasible increase in the running time 
of freight traing, from ten to twelve and a half 
miles an hour, would bring most runs within the 
eight hour limit. The railways should be able to 
estimate the probable cost of the change with 
some accuracy—their present statement is that it 
would be from seventy-five to one hundred mil- 
lion dollars yearly; and their contention that it 
would be grossly unfair to the 82 per cent of rail- 
way workers outside the train crews can be ampli- 
fied by detailed comparison of the wages paid 
the two classes of labor. The campaign of educa-

For the comfort, or. confusion, as the 
case may be, of the prophets who are 
just now predicting bankruptcy for all 
the, belligerents, it may be well to recall 
that in Great Britain, at any rate, 
prophets of ill omen, even in high 
places, have always appeared during 
every period of financial stress. When 
the treaty of Ryswick was signed in 
1697, after 10 years of war with France, 
King William III, in grave fear aa to 
the national finances, which showed a 
‘aebt of £14,500,000, wrote: “May God 
relieve us from our present embarrass- 
ment, for I cannot suppose it is His will 


ito suffer a nation to perish which He 


has so miraculously saved.” In 178 
Lord Bolingbroke, in. even gloomier 
vein, wrote: “Our parliamentary aids, 
from the year 174 exclusively to the 
lias inclusively, amounted to £56,522,159, 
a sum that will appear incredible to 
future generations, and is so, almost, to 
the present. Till we have paid a good 
part of our debts and restored our coun- 
try in some measure to her former 
wealth, it will be difficult to maintain 
the dignity of Great Britain.” And the 
debt -which caused Bolingbroke such 
dismay amounted to but 11 days of his 
country’s expenditure in the present 
War. 

It is interesting to see how the: sit- 
vation which made Lord Bolingbroke so 
fearful compares with that of today. The 
most authentic information which can 
be secured indicates that Great Britain's 
national’ wealth, at that time, was about 
£500,000,000. The debt was under £80,- 
000,000, or about one-sixth of the wealth. 
Today Great Britain's debt is calculated 
at between one-eighth and one-ninth 
of the national wealth, yet, in spite of 
the relatively. heavier burden in those 
former days, the value of an obligation 
of Great Britain was such that within 
about a decade from the time Lord 
Bolingbroke was making his sad pre- 
dictions the. Government was able to 
controvert the four per cent debt in 
three per cents. Our new prophets of 
sweeping financial disaster would do 
well to recolléct that, just as under 
bright skies it is hard to realize that 
a déluge can ever come upon us, so 
it is only human nature to think, 
when we are in the midst of dark days, 


ever seen, and that they can never end. 

We also have with us today a set of 
theorists who declare that America will 
soon become the financial center of the 
world. They may be correct, but the 
phenomena upon which they base their 


deductions. The theory is one highly 
flattering to ourselves, but it is not un- 
likely to prove another great illusion. 
To ‘be sure, for the moment the world 
seems to be financially at America’s 
feet! One evidence of this is the heavy 
discount at which the currency equiva- 
lents of the different belligerents have 
been selling in this market. Even the 
pound sterling last August fell to $4.50 
—Which means that whereas, ordinarily, 
to buy £1000, one had to pay $4865, one 
could thén buy the same amount of 
sterling with only $4500.- The marks, 
francs, lire, kronen and rubles have 
been at a far heavier discount. 

Another evidence of financial ascen- 
dancy—and one more patent to the lay- 
man—lies in the considerable amount of 
foreign loans already taken by Amer- 
ican investors. Following is a list of

KITCHENER’S BROTHER ON 
HIS WAY HOME FROM AFRICA 


New Earl Is 69 Years Old, and En- 
tered War at Outbreak of 
. Oonflict. 

LONDON, June 2&—The new Lord 
Kitchener, elder brother and heir of 
‘the late Secretary of War, who was 
Col. H. BE. C. Kitchener, is reported on 
his way home from Southwest Africa, 
where he has been serving in the cam- 
paign against the Germans. 

Although 69 years old, the new Earl, 
who was born Oct. 5, 1846, placed him- 
self at the disposal of the Government 
at the outbreak of the war, and began 
active duty at once. He served in 
Burma in 1891, being mentioned in dis- 
patches, and ih the Manipur expedi- 
tion in thé same year, being again men- 
tioned in dispatches. 

He married in 1877 the only daughter 
of the late Lieutenant-Colonel Franklin 
Lushington, A son, Commander H. E. 
F. C. Kitchener, R. N., served in China 
in 1900 and is serving in the present 
war. There is also a daughter.

Simonds Discusses 
Russia’s Hopes in 
the Galicia Drive 


Continued From 1. 


Lembers and to the San, the Ger- 
man army will have to come back upon 
Brest-Litovak, Bielstok and Kovno and 
the map of Bastern Europe will have 
been brought back a long way toward 
its form of just @ year ago, with the 
further detail that the offensive will 
still belong to the Slav and not to the 
Teuton. 

The best way to explain the present 
movement in its widest possibilities is 
to turn to the great German offensive 
of last summer. That began by a far 
smaller immediate local victory than the 
Russians have alreay achieved. Mac- 
kensen at the Dunajec broke the Rus- 
sian line on a front of less than twenty 
miles, originally. Through this gap 
he poured huge forces, just as the Rus- 
sians are pouring huge forces through 
the two great gaps that they have cut 
in the Austrian lines. The Russians 
then began to draw back their troops 
on both sides of the break and endeav- 
ored to make a stand at the San River. 

This stand was made for some days, 
long enough to permit a reconcentration 
of Russian armies and prevent the en- 
velopment of the forces in the Carpa- 
thians, but not long enough te consoli- 
date a position that could be held in- 
definitely. This phase exactly corre- 
sponds to the present attempt of the 
Germans and Austrians to consolidato 
a&@ new position from Kovel to the Gnila 
Lipa and save Lemberg and the north- 
ern front. 

Forced to leave the San, the Russians 
went back to the Grodek Lake line be- 
fore Lemberg, but again they were un- 
able to make a long stay here and 
were obliged to retreat again until they 
stood behind the” Sereth, and having 
lost Dubno and Lutsk, reached the lines 
that they subsequently held until the 
present operation. But this retirement 
uncovered the center in Poland, and it 
was compelled to retreat first from 
Warsaw and then from Brest-Litovsk. 
If the Russians are able to turn the 
Austro-German forces out of Kove! and 
Lemberg the paralle! will be patent and 
the results will be felt along the whole 
German front. ; 

Here you have a plain evidence of the 
consequences of a successful breaking 
of the trench lines on a wide front-and- 
at two separated points. The situation 
in the west would have been similar 
if last September the French and Brit- 
ish had got through in Champagne and 
in Artois. Then the German armies 
between the two point would have been 
compelled to draw back to avold en- 
velopment, and the western front might 
have been carried back at least to the 
French frontier from the Meuse to the 
Scheldt. 

Watch the Austrian Flanks. 

In the next few days the important 
thing to watch is the situation of the 
two flanks of the Austrian armies from 
Pripet to the Carpathians. If the Rus- 
sians get Kovel, then it is clear that the 
whole eastern front will be compro- 
mised and the Germans will have to 
draw in to the Bug. If the Russians 
get round to the south of Lemberg, then 
the Austrian line will have to retire to 
the San, surrendering all of Eastern 
Galicia and most of Bukowina once 
more. 

Meantime the Germans are’ sending 
new masses of troops down the rall- 
road from Brest-Litovsk to Kovel to at- 
tack the northern: flank of the advanc- 
ing Russians; they are sending troops 
east along the Lublin-Kovel railroad 
for the same purpose, and they are mak- 
ing a concentration at Viadmir Wolyn- 
ski, south of Kovel and considerably 
east of the Bug. Away to the south the 
Austrians are making a new concentra- 
tion east of Stanislau, between the 
Dniester and the Carpathians. Finally, 
they are successfully holding back the 
Russian center west of the Sereth, ai- 
though there are clear evidences that 
they will very soon have to go back be- 
hind the Zlota Lipa and probably ulti- 
mately behind the Gnila Lipa. 

There is nothing yet to indicate that 
the Germans and Austrians will not 
succeed in erecting their new dike; that 
is, nothing convincing. But the huge 
number of Austrians who have been 
captured, the great loss of artillery and 
munitions and the relatively rapid rate 
of Russian advance all suggest that 
there is demoralization in the Austrian 
armies far greater than that tin the Rus- 
sian after the Dunajeo last year and 
comparable to the Austrian debacle in 
1914, which could not be checked until 
the Austrians were’ driven across the 
Carpathians and in upon the outer forts 
of Cracow. 


Possibility of Allied Wider Offensive. 
Yesterday there was a significantly 


pessimistic comment reported as pub- 
lished in a German newspaper which 
was interpreted as designed to prepare 
Teutonic public opinion for new retreats. 
But it is not wise to lay too much stress 
upon such details. The German rein- 
forcements seem to be getting into line 
east of Kovel and to be holding up the 
Rugsian thrust at this decisive point, 
although there is not yet any evidence 
of a definitive check. 

The really important thing that every 
one can see is that the Russians have 
now pushed a very great victory to the 
point where it may prove one of the de- 
cisive incidgnts in the war. We see what 
they are driving at and we see what 

accomplish. We see with 


with characteristic vigor 

What we do not see and cannot fore- 
cast is whether the new line that is 
being built will hold or not and wheth- 


as a whole, let us now look westward 
for a moment. We know that the Brit- 


both, because the Verdun operation has 
never called for great numbers at any 
considerable moment, its cost having 
come from thé necessity te renew very 
frequently the relatively small army 
making the great attack. 

British Awaiting the Advantage. 

Tt is a perfectly safe conjecture that 
any reduction of the German effectives 
before the British below the safety 
point will be followed by the same sort 
of attack that: struck the Austrians 
in Galicia and Volhynia, when they had 
sent’ their reserves to Italy and the 
Germans had drawn out their “‘stiffen- 
ing” corps for use in the west. 

Conceivably, Germany has free re- 
serves sufficient to meet the eastern 
situation without making any consider- 
able draft upon her western armies. 
This is unlikely, but ft is entirely pos- 
sible. In that case the British are un- 
likely to move until a more favorable 
moment comes. Otherwise we may be 
on the eve of decisive events in the 
west. 

Meantime the Austrians have moved 
troops away from the Trentino front 
and the Italians are again on the of- 
fensive and have regained a little of 
their lost territory. Further reductions 
of Austrian armies on this front will 
certainly lead to more aggressive action 
on the part of the Italians along the 
Isonzo, for if the war is entering into 
@ decisive stage Italy has still to dem- 
onstrate her claim to what she expects 
to get if the allies win. Nothing is less 
likely than that Russia, France or Brit- 


ain will refuse to make a peace other- 
wise satisfactory if Italy has still failed 


to get Trieste or Dalmatia. 

Finally, there is patent stir in the Bal- 
kans. If the Germans and Austrians 
are compelled to draw their troops out 
of Bulgaria it is certain that there will 
be a thrust from Saloniki in overwhelm- 
ing numbers which may put Bulgaria 
out of the war in a brief campaign and 
cut the life line that binds Turkey to 
the central Powers. The value of 
Saloniki:- is now becoming patent and 
the real extent of the menace of the 
allied army here is unmistakable. * 

Rumania’s Future at Stake. 

As to Rumania, she wants Bukowina 
and Russia is again getting it. She 
also wants Transylvania, and Russia 
can again offer it to her as the price of 
coming in and conquering it. If the 
war is entering a decisive stage, Ru- 
mania is likely to come in, because all 
her profit lies in making an alliance 
with the. allies before the war is over 
and thus establishing a claim to -her 
‘lost provinces.’’ Nowhere will the 
events of the next few days be watched

Gen. Custer also is almost 
universally depicted as wearing a saber. 
There were no sabers with the Seventh 
Cavalry on the expedition. 

In the spring of 1876 the Sioux be- 
came restless and took up the war- 
path. Their depredations led to 
sending an expedition, commanded by 
Gen. Terry, against them. He left 
Fort Abraham Lincoln, Dak., May 17, 
1876, with a command consisting of 
the Seventh Cavalry, companies from 
the Sixth and Seventeenth regiments 
of infantry and a long wagon train. 

The command marched overland 
the entire distance, the infantry and 
wagon train being left behind to 
form a supply camp at the mouth of 
the Powder River. The cavalry, with 
pack mules, continued. 

Had 600 in Band. 

At the mouth of the Rosebud, on 
the Yellowstone, Terry’s column met 
Gen. Gibbon, who had come from the 
west with six companies of the Sev- 
enth and four troops of the Second 
Cavalry. From here, on June 22, 
Custer with 600 men was sent for- 
ward to the Little Big Horn to at- 
tack, should he deem advisable, a 
camp of Sioux. Custer covered the 
distance of 100 miles in three days, 
and, learning that the Indians were 
ahead, prepared to attack. He di- 
vided his command, giving Reno 
three companies, Benteen three and 
‘| retaining five himself. He detailed 
Capt. McDougall, with one company, 
to act as rearguard. 

Reno and Benteen went forward. 
The former almost immediately en- 
gaged the Indians in overwhelming 
numbers and retreated to the crest 
of Reno’s Hill, four miles from the 
battlefield. Custer, instead of sup- 
porting Reno, as he had originally’ 
planned, passed around him on the 
east side of the stream and was furi- 
ously attacked by a large body of 
Sioux. 
He was surrounded on a ridge and 
his whole command was wipéd out 
less than two hours after. the 
ight started. Reno. and  Benteen 
fought the Indians the rest of the 
day and until Terry and Gibbon ar- 
rived during the afternoon of the 
third day.

He was the nation 
suddenly jerked into the realization that 
everything said of Germany by even the 
most extravagant Germanophobes was 
entirely, shockingly, incredibly. true.’ 
“The Day’’ had dawned. Honor was 
publicly thrown aside by the Prussian 
Government. Truth was openly derided 
by these apostles of Force. And, to com- 
plete the awakening, the natural and 
amazed indignation of the _ civilized 
world at broken treaties and disowned 


obligations was characterized by the 
Germans as hypocrisy. Kee 
In a moment, the blood of the En- 


glishman was up. He realize’ his dan- 
ger. He sprang to his feet, clenching 
his fists, and he looked cruel. No other 
man of our time could so vigorously 
and ruthlessly have represented this 
particular mood of the British people, 
this one aspect of the national tem- 
perament, as Kitchener of Khartoum. 
Neither the Machine Nor 
Ogre of Popular Imagination 

Lord Kitchener, as the reader will dis- 
cover, was neither the machine nor the 
ogre of popular imagination. He was 
perfectly human. There was, indeed, 
something frank, boyish and rough- 
humored in his disposition. He was shy 
and he had moments when he craved 
for sympathy. All the same he did -not 
represent the British character in any 
of its most amiable qualities. He stood 
absolutely for the nation, but he was 
not the highest, the best, not even the 
most likable of English types. Unrousei 
he was the deliberate, wWwork-loving 
brusque, quite unimaginative,*and very 
thorough British administrator; roused, 
he was the jaws of the bulldog. 

When it was announced in the tense 
moments at the declaration of war, that 


hands the administration of the army, 
the whols British nation—it is no ex- 
aggeration to say it—breathed again. 
His instant demand for 500,000 men did 
not alarm or infuriate a peace-loving 
nation; it spread, after the first shock, 
a feeling of safety. His preparation for 
a war of three years did not shock the 
national conscience; it sensibly relieved 
anxiety and settled people’s thoughts. 
In “K. of K.” the nation saw not only 
a great organizer of victory, but its own 
fiercee mood, its own tenacious will, its 
own enduring strength, its own multi- 
plied, world-flung and historic spirit. 
By one of those mysterious intuitions of 
democracy, which sweep like lightning 
through myriads of people, and which 
are sometimes, not always, more to be 
trusted than the nice and careful judg- 
ments of discriminating intelligence, 
Kitchener stood in the confidence of the 
nation as the one absolute unchallenge- 
able man for’*the storm which had brok- 
en with such bewildering suddenness 
upon the drowsiness of its domestic life. 

A sketch of his character, it is 
hoped—although it be a perfectly 
frank and critical piece of work—will 
deepen and sustain that confidence 
through the days ahead, when the 
mwentle and the kii.d, as well as the 
weak and the pusillanimous, are per- 
haps tempted to cry fer too early a 
mercy, too hazardous a peace. Lord 
Kitchener may not have stood for 
Christianity, but he did stand for the 
mills of God. He may not have rep- 
resented the sweetness and grace of 
British civilization, but he did repre- 
sent the righteous indignation of the 
British people when it® path was 
challenged by savage barbarism and a, 
Philosophical but trilculent atheism. 

One saw in him, then, not only the 
expression of England looking cruel, 
but the strength, the determination 
and the practical wisdom of those 
great and glorious nations with whom 
it is the honor of Great Britain to be 
allied. At the same time one is not 
conscious of any feeling towards 
Kitchener which could be heightened 
into hero-worship. He was not civill- 
zation, but the servant of civilization. 
He was not progress, but the police- 
man of progress. One employs him 
with admiration and rewards him with 
gratitude. But one does not want to 
be like him.

Not a Woman Hater Though

Some of Kitchener's most intimate 
friends were women.

Two things have beaten Lord Kitch- 
ener——a woman and a pond. Of the 
woman we have said enough; she is 
delightful, pretty, and very clear- 
headed; she liked K. of K., was proud 
of his friendship, but could not be 
subdued by his will. She is now mar- 
ried and is one of the great hostesses 
of London. 


With less restraint we can speak of 
the pond. Lord Kitchener had three 
hobbies; he was a collector, an archi- 
tect and a gardener... Above every- 
thing else he loved altering and im- 
proving a house or a garden, particu- 
larly a house, and he really did this 
difficult and delicate work very well 
indeed. At Simla he set about im- 
proving Snowdon, the official resi- 
dence of the commander in chief, and 
succeeded in making this rather com- 
monplace and trivial building a very 
fine and handsome palace. He made 
like improveménts, tut on a smaller 
scale, in his country house at Simla. 
Wildflower Hall. 

Here he built a fine library and pan- 
eled the walls, embellishing the panels 
with the coats of arms of the great In- 
dian Princes—a fine exhibition of good 
taste and a telling stroke in diplomacy. 
But he wanted to improve the garden 
of Snowdon, and nothing would satisfy 
him in the midst of the garden but a 
pond. Now Simia is high up in the 
Himalayas and to make a pond in the 
Snowdon garden was a more difficult 
matter than to construct the dam at 
Assouan. But K. had spoken, and the 
Impossible was attempted. Every effort 
failed. Kitchener came and surveyed 
the wreck. ‘“‘Send for a buffalo,” he 
commanded. A buffalo was brought up 
from the plains below, and for a num- 
ber of days walked round and round in 
the embryonic pond, puddling the soil. 
Then it fell over the khud, or precipice, 
and perished miserably. ‘‘Send for oxen,”’ 
said K. Oxen came and trampled the 
resisting bottom of the postulated but 
effectively expostulating pond, trampling 
it, trampling it and. trampling it till win- 
ter came, when they died of pneumonia. 
To this day the very beautiful gardens 
of Snowdon are waterless. 


At His Kindest When at 
Work in His Betoved Garden 


In his garden, wherever he happened 
to be, Kitchener was accustomed to do 
a great deal of the work. Officers who 
came to. report to him were always 
glad when the interview was conducted 
in this fashion, for Kitchener was more 
human in a garden, and when one 
walked at his side, even at 6 o’clock in 
the morning, when he began his. day’s 
work, the nerves were not called upon to 
bear the strain of meeting his eyes.. In 
his garden at Simla he had expressed 
tc officers very close to him the pain it 
caused him to dismiss a man, even when 
the offender was guilty of x serious 
fault. Without compunction he got rid 
of the inefficient and the studiously 
stupid, but it really hurt him to punish 
@. good. man who had blundered. In one 
particular case of which I know, it was 
a matter of days before he could make 
up his mind to dismiss such a man. 


About the eyes of Kitchener it may 
be said without offense that the terror 
they inspired was heightened by a 
squint which had tended to grow more 
pronounced with age. The eyes were 
blue, penetrating, and full of judg- 
rent; 
would have been difficult eyes to face, 
but with this irregularity they filled 
certain men with a veritable paralysis 
of terror. Some one who knew him 
very well has described to me the ef- 
fect ofthose eyes upon people who met 
him for the first time. ‘They struck 
yeu,’ I was told, “‘with a kind of 
clutching terror; you looked at them, 
tried to say something, looked away, 
and then, trying to speak, found your 
eyes returning to that dreadful gaze 
and once more choked with silence.”’ 
Another person, a man of very great 
accial importance, said to me, “I have 
never felt the least dread of Kitchener; 
he has stayed with me, and has been 
perfectly jolly and nice, entering into 
any fun that was going on, and being 
as larky and jovial as the youngest. 
Moreover, he told a story very well, 
rarticularly a story against himself. No, 
T have never experienced that feeling 
of terrer which he certainly inspired 
in many people, men and women alike.” 
Then. after a pause, this great noble- 
man said. “All the same, if he were

Gone to the Rescue of Part 
of Squadron. 


CAME FROM NEW YORK 


Nephew of Mrs. William Astor 
Chanler—Fought With the 
Foreign Legion.

PARIS, June 24.—Aloft for the 
first time since the aerial affray In 
which he was wounded a week ago, 
Sergt. Victor Chapman, of the Amer- 
ican Flying Corps, was killed by a 
German aviator in conflict over the 
Verdun sector yesterday afternoon. 

He is the first American to lose his 
life fiying in France. Others of the 
American squadron flying nearby 
were able to tell he was killed in- 
stantly by the way his machine 
dropped straight to the ground. 

Although the tear made by the Ger- 
man machine gun bullet in his scalp 
last Saturday warranted a hospital 
treatment, Sergt. Chapman refused 
to go to the rear and had his wound 
dressed at aviation headquarters. He 
begged the French commander of the 
American squadron to permit him to 
fly, but not until yesterday was the 
request granted. 

His commander started off scouting 
with Sergts. Norman Prince and 
Givas Lufbery, leaving Chapman to 
follow in a few minutes. When the 
latter caught up with his comrades 
just over the firing line he found 
three of them fighting five aviatiks. 
At top speed he, raced to their as- 
sistance, apparently failing to notice 
danger from two other aviatiks who 
were skipping up behind him. Not 
until the Germans at his back opened 
fire did Chapman turn to face them, 
but before he had swung his machine 
around the bullet fired from a ma- 
chin gun im an aviatik a hunred feet 
off and at a greater altitude struck 
him and he plunged earthward. 

Fusiliade Fired at Machine. 

The Germans kept pelting his bi- 
plane with bullets so furiously that 
can of its wings became detached be- 
fore it struck the ground. It had 
falien from a height of about 8000 
feet and landed just foehind the Ger- 
man firing trench. 

Chapman’s body cannot be recovered. 
The young aviator, who was 2% years 
old, was a son of John Jay Chapman of 
New York, a well-known writer, and a 
nephew of Mrs. William Astor Chandler. 
He left Harvard University in 1913,. be- 
fore completing his course, to come to 
Paris to study architecture. At the out- 
break of the war he enlisted in the For- 
eign Legion and participated tn some of 
the heaviest fighting which that body 


has seen, on the Somme River and at 


Arras in May, 1915. 
Transferred to Fiyers. 

In August, 1915, Chapman was trans- 
ferred to the aviation corps and for a 
time acted as aeroplane bomb dropper. 
Later he underwent training which last 
January gained him his military pilot's 
Noense. At the Verdun front with the 
American dron, Chapman, in the last 
gix weeks, has had seven machines shot 
under him, but always, until yesterday, 
sean 6 a make a safe landing.

$200,000 IN SILVER BULLION 


Property of Mining Company at Par- 
ral—$2,000,000 Worth of Precious 
Metal in Chihuahua. 

EL PASO, Tex., June 2.—The de 
facto Government has seized $200,000 
worth of silver bullion belonging to the 
Alvaredo Mining Co., according to ad- 
vices received tonight from Mexican 
agents of the company at Parral, where 

the mines are situated. 

A. J. MeQuatters, El Paso representa- 
tive of the company, said that it was 
the expectation of mining men that all 
bullion in Chihuahua would be seized.

11,125 MEN ENLISTED IN 100 
DAYS; 39,267 WERE REJECTED 


In St. Louis There Were 132 Appli- 
eants Last Week and but 34 
Accepted. 
WASHINGTON, June &4.—During the 
last 100 days the United States army 
reruiting officers had enlisted 11,215 
men under the law adding 20,000 men to 
the army. A total of 8,483 men applied 
for enlistment, but 39,267 were rejected. 
Many of the rejections were boys under 
18. Other applicants were rejected be- 
cause they were not American citizens. 
During the last week 681 men applied 
for enlistment tn New York City, only 
142 passing muster. In Chicago 604 ap- 
plied and 160 were accepted In St. 
Louis applicants numbered 132, 34 being 
accepted. Of the smalier cities, Char- 
lotte, N. C., made the best record last 
week. Out of 151 applicants, 38 recruits 

were obtained.

BAGDAD RAILWAY 1100 MILES 


That Much of Total of 1500 Miles Has 
Been Finished. 

BERLIN, June 24.—Eighteen hun- 
dred and two kilometers (about 1100 
miles) of the total stretch of 2430 
kilometers (about 1500 miles) of the 
Bagdaq Railway have been com- 
pleted. Inasmuch as the remaining 
400 miles are not to be completed 
in any event until after the end of 
the war, the work on the railroad has 
temporarily reached an end.

How Mrs. Sambucetti Brought 
Money Here From Memphis. 


THEN PURCHASED A LOT 


Public Administrator Wants Ac- 
counting of Estate—Woman 
Died in 1911 at 94. 


How.Mrs. Marian Sambucetti came to 


St. Louis in 1881 from Memphis with 


| $36,000 in currency sewed in the hem of 
her petticoat and the next year bought 
with it a 30-foot lot at Seventh and Lo- 
cust streets which now has a valuation 
of $500,000, was related yesterday in Cir- 
cult Judge Hennings’ court by the Rev. 
Caesar Spigardi, pastor of St. Charles 
Borromeo, Church, 2901 Locust street, 


where Mrs. Sambucetti was a parish- 
ioner. 

Father Spigardi was a witness in a suit 
brougkt by Public Administrator Newell 
for an accounting over the estate of 
Mrs. Sambucetti, who died in 1911 in 
Memphis, at the home of her son, Louis 
Sambucetti, the defendant. She was 94 
years old. 

Son Was Newsboy. 

Louis Sambucetti is the Anheuser- 
Busch representative in Memphis and 
onc of the wealthy residents of that city. 
When a boy he sold newspapers at the 
courthouse here. 

The $36,000 with which Mrs. Sambucetti 
purchased the 30x1ll5-foot lot at the 
southeast corner of Seventh and Locust 
streets, now part of the site of the 2i- 
story Railway Exchange Building, was 
accumulated by her selling bananas and 
other food to soldiers in the Civil War 
period. She came to St. Louis after her 
husband's death in Memphis in 1879. 

They had lived in Memphis since 1862, 
when they came to the United States 
from Italy. Mrs. Sambucetti lived at 
1021 North Grand avenue until 1909, when 
she went to live with her son. She made 
several profitable realty speculations. 

Bank Refused Account. 

Mrs. Sambucetti, the priest said, was 
fond of relating how she had. kept her 
fortune in currency sewed ih her petti- 
coat because one bank had refused to 
accept her account, and she was too 
angry to try to deposit it elsewhere. She 
caused considerable surprise among per- 
sons, who had considered her poor, when 
she paid cash for the Locust street lot. 

Mrs. Daniel Arata of 6154 -Cates 
avenue, a daughter of Mrs. Sambuc- 
etti, and Mrs. Mary Maazia of Hot 
Springs, Ark., a granddaughter, are 
the actual plaintiffs in the suit, al- 
though it was instituted in the name 
of the Public Administrator. 

The court is asked to determine 
what portion of $125,000, if any, 
should be paid to the Public Admin- 
istrator in behalf of Mrs. Arata and 
Mrs. Magzzia. It is alleged by the 
Public Administrator that Louis Sam- 
bucetti, the son, received a bonus 
of $100,000 for giving a 99-year lease 
on the Locust street lot to the York 
Realty Co. about eight years ago, 
and the balance for rents accruing 
to the time of his mother’s death. 
The lot was leased at an annual 
rental of $16,000, the lease being 
based on a future valuation of $500,- 
000, according to Loomis C. Johnson 
and Virgil Rule, attorneys for the 
Public Administrator. 

Divided Her Property. 

The evidence showed that in 1888 
Mrs. Sam bucetti conveyed to her son 
title to three-fourths of the Locust 
street lot, the consideration being 
“love and affection” and one-fourth 
interest outright to Mrs. Arata. She, 
however, retained a life interest in 
the property, which enabled her to 
collect the income from it. The son 
subsequently purchased his sister’s 
share. Before the lease to the York 
Realty Co. was made, Mrs. Sambuc- 
etti received a rental of $500 a 
month from the site. A saloon oc- 
cupled part of the ground. 


The plaintiff contends there is no 
record of a $100,000 bonus and the 
rents having been paid to Mrs. Sam- 
bucetti after the lease Was made and 
consequentiy he is entitled to an aoc- 
counting for such items. 

Mrs. Sambucetti eight months be- 
fore her death, signed a paper show- 
ing that she received everything to 
which she was entitled from her 
son. In behalf of the other heirs it 
is contended that Mrs. Sambucetti 
was not of sound mind when she ex- 
ecuted such release. This ig denied 
by the son. 

Father Spigardi testified he had 
known Mrs. Sambucetti nine years 
and regarded her as peculiar. He 
said she was suspicious that some one 
wanted to poison her and at other 
times thought an influence was at 
work to subject her to witchcraft. 
She also had delusions that an enemy 
was putting salt in her bed, the priest 
said. Several times she offered t>» 
pay for an altar for the church, one 
of them to cost $10,000, but the priest 
said he did not take such offers 
seriously. Later her son authorized 
a $300 altar. 

Several nerve specialists, answering

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CORPORAL WHO SAW BOYD 
KILLED GIVES DETAILS 
OF FIGHT AT CARRIZAL 


Captain Wounded Twice, but Kept‘on Fighting 
Until Struck in Head—Many Dead and 
Injured Mexicans Found on Field

GEN. PERSHING’S HEADQUAR- 
TERS IN THE FIELD, June 24, (By 
wireless to Columbus, N. M.)—Accord- 
ing to accounts recetved from aul 
sources up to 10 o'clock this morning 33 
of the 84 officers and men of Troop C 
and K., Tenth Cavalry, composing the 
American force engaged in the combat 
at Carribal, either have returned to 
headquarters or have joined some other 
command along the American line of 
communication. 

Assuming that the Mexican reports of 
13 dead and 17 prisoners are correct, 
there are still 21 Americans to be ac- 
counted for. Included in that number 
is Capt. Lewis T. Morey of K Troops, 
who was shot through the shoulder dur- 
ing the fight. He is supposed to have 
fought his .way through the Mexican 
lines and to be trying to make his way 
to the American lines, probably With a 
few of his men. 

Reports of the affair brought by en- 
listed men and packers who escaped all 
tend to show that the little party of 
Americans gave a splendid account of 
themselves against great odds. Most cf 
the men reaching these lines were horse 
holders or packers who had been sent 
to the rear. 

Corporal Tells of Fight. 

Survivors’ accounts of the cause of 
the conflict and the opening of hostili- 
ties differ. One man of C. Troop, 
Corporal. Green, however, was in the 
thick of the fight till Capt. Charles T. 
Bord fell, mortally wounded. From him 
comes the most coherent account of the 
fight.

All the men arriving at headquarters 
or at other points on the line tell the 
same story regarding the arrival of re- 
inforcements for the Mexicans from 
Villa Ahumada.

Officials are plainly concerned over 
news dispatches from Chihuahua saying 
that Gen. Jacinto Trevino, the Mexican 
commander, has thréatened to attack 
American columns reported advancing 
from the field base toward San Antonio 
and Oje Caliente if they do not imme- 
diately retreat.

They advanced by rushes 
toward the irrigating ditch, 250 
yards distant, which sheltered the 
main force of Mexican troops and 
from which the machine gun was 
spraying their ranks. They captured 
the ditch, putting the Mexicans to 
fight ana captured several machine 
guns. Capt. Boyd was wounded 
twice,- once on the arm and once 
in the shoulder. In the final rush 
on the entrenched Mexicans Capt. 
Boyd fell dead, shot through the 
eye. Without checking their ad- 
vance C Troop, led by Lieut. Harry 
Adair, dashed on, after the fleeing 
Mexicans into the town, That was 
the last seen of them by the men 
found at San Luts ranch. 


Capt. Morey was shot through the 
shoulder while advancing with K 
Troop on the irrigation ditch. His 
men, however, were outflanked by 
@ superior force of Mexicans and 
were forced to take shelter in an 
adobe house. When last seen by the 
straggiers they were returning a 
spirited fire through windows and 
loop holes punched in the adobe 
walls. The Mexicans surrounded 
their shelter, and were pouring a 
stream of bullets at every opening. 
Gen. Funston made an urgent request 
of the War Department today that some 
step be taken immediately to demand 
the release of the Americans taken pris- 
oners In the fight at Currizal and now 
held in the penitentiary at Chihuahua 
City, as a state of war does not now 
exist between the United States and 
Mexico.

128,000 IN EAST 
ARE MOBILIZED

NEW YORK, June 4.—Abdout 1,000 of 
the 128,000 national guardsmen of the 
Department of the East, comprising 22 
states east of the Mississippi River and 
the Distfict of Columbia, were in mo- 
biligation camps late tonight, six days 
after the call was issued, according to 
the report forwarded te the War De- 
partment by Major-General Leonard 
Wood, commanding the department.

Although Gen. Wood and Major-Gen- 
eral O’Ryan, commander of the Na- 
tional Guard of the State of New York, 
are doing everything in thelr power to 
expedite the mustering and equipment 
of the national guard, in order that

The matter was discussed at length 
at a conference between the two Gen- 
erals at the divisional headquarters on 
Governor's Island today.

Not only, the regular 
army men say, will the men suffer 
from the climatie conditions and the 
change of living, but without proper 
disciplining they will not be of any 
great value in a fight.

Declares Column Said to Be 
Moving Toward San Antonio 
Will Meet Carrizal Fate. 


CHIHUAHUA CITY, Mexico, June 
24.—American columns have been 
seen advancing from the American 
field base in the direction of San 
Antonio and Ojo Caliente, and Gen. 
Jacinto Trevino has taesued orders to 
attack them if they do not imme- 
Giately retreat. 

Gen. Trevino sald the Americans 
would get the same treatment that 
they received at Carrizal, and he is 
determined to carry out his orders 
to the letter. In this, he said, all 
his subordinates were with him and 
would stick with him in case of @ 
rupture. 

The Mexican commander said to- 
fay that it seemed probable, inas- 
much as Gen. Pershing seemed iz- 
norant of the fate of the Boyd col- 
umn, that outside of five additional 
prisoners now being brought here, 
and the horse leaders who. escaped, 
that the Americans were annihilated. 
Gen. Pershing has wired here for 
the names of the dead and the pris- 
oners. 

It was officially announced today 
that none of the prisoners brought 
here will be hanged, that “not be- 
ing theecustom of a civilized coun- 
try.”

In his statement, Spillsbury says that 
he never dreamed when he left Casas 
Grandes in company with Capt. Boyde 
that there would be any trouble, teeling 
confident that previous friendly rela- 
fions would continue. 

Expected Backdown. 

Capt. Morey and his men joined them 
en route, and the statement quotes 
Spilisbury as saying that during the con- 
ference with Gen. Gomez he was opposed 
to Capt. Boyd's “obstinacy,” arguing 
that it would be best vivo retire until 
Gen. Trevino at Chihuahua had passed 
on their request to Gomez to be allowed 
to pass. Gomez explained, it is said, 
that an answer would come in three 
hours. 

The statement. recounts a supposed 
opinion by Spililsbury that Capt. Boyd 
was imbued with the idea that an action 
would bring him quick promotion, and 
also that the Mexicans would back down 
on a show of force. It credits the scout 
with having argued with Lieut. Adair

—Gen. Harvey C. Clark, commanding 
the Missouri national guard, under 
artns, 6000 strong, at the State mobiliza- 
tion camp, told a Post-Dispatch eorre- 
spondent tonight that his men lack 
shoes, underciothes and extra shirts. 

Immediately after the call to mobi- 
lize was issued, Gen. Clark issued requi- 
sitions for 15,000 pairs of secks, 14,000 
pairs of shoes, 00 suits of undercioth- 
ing and 500 shirts from the Depot Quar- 
termaster’s office of St. Louis. These 
stores have not yet been received, but 
they are supposed to have been shipped 
Wednesday from 8st. Louis. 

“The troops are equipped to peace 
strength, except for shoes, underciothes 
and an extra shirt,” said Gen. Clark. 
“The reason we are short is because 
the allotment made by the Government 
to this State is not sufficient to buy 
shoes and extra shirts. It is not the 
fault of the State authorities, as they 
had drawn all the equipment the Gov- 
ernment would furnish. The Federal 
authorities are not to blame, because 
they had offered ali Congress would 
furnish.”’ 


$66,000 for Overhead Expenses. 
Gen. Clark said that the 0 annual 


appropriation allowed the guard by the 
State Legislature went to meet over- 
head expenses, such as armory rental, 
light and fuel bilis. 

He said Gen. O'Meara, disbursing of- 
ficer for the Government in Missouri, 
had no authority to pyrchase supplies 
without orders from the War Depart- 
ment. No such orders had been re- 
ceived, he said. 

The State troops could take the field 
in an emergency, the General added, 
with the commercial shoes they are now 
wearing and with but one shirt, but the 
War Department never sends troops on 
a campaign without full equipment, 
Gen. Clark said the troops were fairly 
well equipped up to peace strength of 
65 men per company, but that little or 
no equipment had been furnished re- 
cruits in companies over this mark. 

Col. A. B. Donnelly, commander of 
the First Regiment. said ‘that his com- 
mand was short of shoes. socks and 
underwear. The regiment has not been 
able, hée said, to supply recruits with 
shoes and rifles. 

About 9 recruits have joined the regi- 
ment. All of the men, Col. Donnelly 
continued, are drilling in theif own 
shoés. All have the regulation olive 
drab wool uniform, but only 40 have 
the olive drab cotton uniform, the va- 
riety that probably will be used, he said, 
in case of war with Mexico. 

Gen. Clark said it was expected that 
the mustering would be completed by 
tomorrow night. The mustering .offi- 
cers of the United States army, under 
command of Maj. Charlies Miller, have 
made preparations to muster in all day 
Sunday. He did not know when the units 
of his command would move. 

Mustering in is a process whereby 
army officers verify the findings of 
militia inspection in regard to each man 
at the time of his enlistment. 

Take Oath of Allegiance. 

In the ceremony the men are marched 
to the parade ground and placed in the 
formation of “company front” in the 
order in which their names appear on 
the muster rolis of their company. The 
mustering officer, standing 12 paces in 
front of the company, faces the men 
and company officers who take their 
places in front of the center of the 
company. The roll ts ealied. Bach 
man answers ‘“‘here,’’ falls out of ranks 
and marches past the mustering offi- 
cer, taking his place in a similar posi- 
tion in the company being formed of 
the ‘“‘mustered in’ men upon a new 
alignment. The mustering officer, hav- 
ing satisfied himself that the men on 
the muster roll are present informs 
them that they have been accepted into 
the service of the United States. In re- 
sponse the men remove their campaign 
hate, raise their right hands and take 
the oath of allegiance to the United 
States. 

The National Guard of Missouri have 
been physically examined under the reg- 
ulations prescribed by the War De- 
partment for recruits enlisting in the 
regular army. They do not have to 
take any examinations before mustering 
in, but immediately afterward they are 
examined by U. 8. medical officers. 
Those found unfit are discharged under 
certificate of disability. The purpose 
of the medica! examination is to deter- 
mine the exact physical condition of the 
individual when he enters the U. &.

cept Kimpolung and Dorna Watra. In

The only al- 
ternative apparently left to the rem- 
nant of Gen. Pflanzer’s forces, which 
still clings to Bukowina, is to follow 
their pomrades in into the Carpathian 
‘foothiNa. 

The Russians, following 
successes west of Czernwotz, have

BRIDGEHAMPTON, LONG ISLAND, 
June %4—To this %0-year-old village, 
where the barber is the Justice of the 
Peace, where the only policeman re- 
signed two weeks ago, where there is 
only one Progressive voter and where 
there isn't a Baptist church for him to 
attend, Charles 6. Hughes, Republican 
candidate for President, came tonight to 
adopt it as his summer residence place. 
Most of the 1600 residents of the village 
assembled on the old-fashioned green to 
welcome Mr. Hughes. School children 
sang patriotic songs and presented flow- 
ers to the candidate. Mr. Hughes told 
them and their fathers and mothers he 
wanted to he regarded “simply as your 
neighbor and friend.’’ The house he is 
occupying is Tremenden, the home of 
his wife’s brother-in-law. It was deco- 
rated with flags. 

The Hughes summer place is that for- 
merly occupied by his brother-in-law. 
Dr. Colin Carter of New York. it ig a 
fine, old roomy mansion with an e6x- 
panse of lawn about it, and situated 
within a stone’s throw of a .nine-hole 
golf course, where Mr. Hughes will 
get his exercise and recreation. Before 
returning to New York early next week 
io remain there for a day or two, Mr. 
Hughes will put in some work on his 
speech of acceptance. 

Silent on Conference. 

He would make no statement tonight 
regarding his conferences in New” York 
today with Senator Harding’and others. 
As he was leaving the Hughes head- 
quarters, Sehator Harding made a re- 
mark which convinced some of his in- 
terviewers that he believed Mr. Hughes 
would make his campaign on the Mex- 
ican issue, but Mr. Hughes himself said 
nothing on that point. 

Senator Harding’s principal business 
with Mr. Hughes was to discuss a date 
for the notification of the candidate. 
This point, it was reported later, had 
not been finally determined. It is prob- 
able, however, the notification will be 
made Wednesday, July 12, although 
some day later in that week may be 
finally selected. 

In addition to Gov. Whitman and Sen- 
ator. Harding, other callers on Mr. 
Hughes were Representative William B. 
McKinley, who had charge of William 
H. Taft’s campaign for renomination in 
1912, and who this year was one of the 
chief managers of Senator L. Y. Sher- 
man’s boom for the Republican nomi- 
nation for President. 

Progressive Leader Calis. 

Another caller was Matthew Hale, 
Massachusetts Progressive leader wh» 
will preside at the meeting of the Pro- 
gressive National Committe in Chi- 
cago Monday. 

Joseph G. Butler Jr. of Youngstown, 
O., urged Mr. Hughes to open his cam- 
paign in that city. He reminded the 
candidate that three successful nonii- 
nees on the Republican ticket had wun 
after campaigns started in the Ohio 
city.

5500 “Housewives” on Long 
Catalogue List to Be Bought 
in St. Louis for Soldiers. 


The first large letting of army 
supply contracts at the St. Louis 
Quartermaster’s office, since the call- 
ing out of the State militia, will 
take place Tuesday at the office on 
the fourth floor of the old Custom 
House, Third and Olive streets Bids 
will be opened at 10 o'clock: 

Capt. Williams of the Quarter- 
master’s office, said delivery would 
nave to be made within the shortest 
time practicable after the opening 
of the bids, and that ‘articles sub- 
mitted should be as nearly as possible 
like the army standard. 

The catalogue of * supplies to be 
purchased includes tools and camp 
appliances, toilet articles and cloth- 
ing. The list is as follows: 

Axes and helves, 3000;. surplus kit 
bags, 5000; single mosquito bars, 
45,000; bed sacks, 35,0060; blankets, 
65,000; brooms, 2500; scrubbing

Army Wants 42,000 Horses and 20,- 
000 Mules for Border Work. 

Bids for contracts to supply the 
TInited States army with 42,000 
horses and 20,000 mules will be 
opened at seven division quartermas- 
terr’ headquarters in the United 
States tomorrow. Most of the ani- 
mals are wanted for immediate use 
on the border. 

The bids of commission firms at 
the National Stockyards, who expect 
to get a large share of the contracts, 
will be opened at Kansas City. 
Stockmen at the yards predicted that 
at lease 10,000 mules would be bought 
in East St. Louis. They did not 
think that as large a proportion of 
the horse contracts would be 
awarded to filinois. 

Five hundred horses were bought 
last week at the stockyards to fill 
out a contract transferred there 
from Chicago a week ago. 


CARRANZA AGREES T0 RELEASE 
DANIEL DILLON FROM PRISOK 


Former St. Louis Newspaper Man 
Held on Charge of Sending “False” 
Reports From Mexico. 

WASHINGTON, June 4.—The State 
Department today received from Specia! 
Agent Rodgers at Mexico City a tele- 
graphic report stating that the Carranza 
authorities had agreed to release Daniel 
Dillon, a newspaper man, formerly of 
St. Louis, where his brothers reside. He 
was recently thrown into jail and later 
in the pententlary, charged with having 
sent out of the Mexican capital “false” 
reports regarding the de facto Govern- 
meént. 

At one time Dillon was connected with 
the Carranza Government in a publicity 
capacity. 

Rodgers said the understanding was 
that Dillon would leave at once for the 
United States. Mrs. Dillon resides here. 

Several Senators and Representatives 
heve literally haunted the State Depart- 
ment, importuning Secretary Lansing 
and other officials to obtain Dillon's re- 
léase.

Contemplated That Employers 
and Employes Each Bear Half 
of the Expense. 


GENERAL FUND PROPOSED 


Lawyers and Doctors Will Be 
Asked to Serve Dependent 
Families Free. 


A tentative plan for continuing the 
Pay of St. Louis members of the na- 
tional guard, who are mustered into 
Federal service, will be placed in the 
hands of a committee of business men 
this week, following a meeting cailed 
by Festus J. Wade, president of the 
Mercantile Trust Co.,-at the Business 
Men’s League Friday. Business firms 
generally will be asked to adopt the 
plan, which is intended to avoid any ap- 
pearance of charity. 

This plan will provide that the salaries 
paid militiamen in their absence shall be 
borne half by the employers and half 
by employes who remain at work. It 
will also be asked that lawyers and 
physicians give their professional serv- 
ices, free of charge, to the families of 
absent militiamen. 

As outlined yesterday by Wade, the 
plan is that married militiamen shall 
receive their regular salaries, less the 
amount which they receive from the 
Government; that unmarried men re- 
ceive one-half their regular salaries, less 
the amount they receive from the Gov- 
ernment; and that the reinstatement of 
ell, on their return, be guaranteed. 

Employes Asked to Help. 

By way of co-operating with the em- 
ployers, the employes who remain at 
home will be asked to bear approxi- 
mately one-half of the burden of paying 
the absentees. The amount which em- 
ployes would contribute would vary 


with different firms, according to the/ 


number of employes in the army and at 
work, but it is stated that no employe 
will pe asked to give more than three 
per cent.of his salary. 

Firms which have already announced 
plans for providing for their employes 
will net be asked to change these ar- 
rangements, this matter being left to 
the discretion of each firm, The chief 
object is to get every firm which em- 
ploys militiamen to do something. 

The plan calls for a general fund to 
be raised by public subscription, to be 
distributed among those not otherwise 
provided for, and to supplement, if 
necessary, the provision made by the 
employers. It is suggested, however, 
that no man is to receive from this gen- 
eral fund a sum which, together with 
his army pay, would make more than 
$76 ‘a month. 

Calls I¢ Patriotic Duty. 

“In carrying out this plan,” Wade 
said, “financial aid should be provided 
and received by all alike as a patriotic 
Buty, We believe that the Federal Gov- 
ernment should make adequate pro- 
vision for 
but until such provision is made, em- 
ployers and employes, and the public in 
St. Louis, should assume that duty for 
the aid of those in the Nationa) Guard 
of Missouri who enlist from St. Leuis.” 

It is suggested in the tentative plan 
that the National Security League use 
its efforts to obtain immediate Federal 
legislation making adequate provision 
for the families of men in military serv- 
ice. It is alse suggested that the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Training Corps keep in 
touch with the families of the enlisted 
men, and offer assistance whenever 
needed.

Side Y. M.C.A. Home; Construction to ee July 1S | 


Work will be started, July 15, at the 
northeast corner of Grand and Sullivan 
avenues, on a building to cost $200,000, 
for the North Side department of the 


St. Louis Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation, according to the present plans 
of the directors of that organization. 
A campaign started by an anonymous 
gift of $2°,000 was opened yesterday to 
raise the money, and the committee in 
charge expects to have the sum com- 
pleted by the end of the seven days sét 
as the time limit for the collection. 
Louis Boeger, president of the North 
St. Louis Savings Trust Co.; who is 
chairman of the North Side Y. M. C. A. 
board of directors, is general chairman 
of the campaign committee. i 
The building will be the first of its 
type in the city, and will “put the asso- 
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ciation in St. Louis on the map,”’ mem- 
bers of the committee say. It will have 
quarters with provisions for 100 men 
and will be a thoroughly modern, fire- 
proof building such as other large 
cities have. It will occupy the en- 
tire corner 134 by 10 feet, will 
be four stories and basement, with 
itg roof arranged to accommodate a 
garden, handball and tennis courts. A 
unique feature will be the arrangement 
of the quarters for the boys’ and men’s 
departments. These will be entirely 
separate, not combined as tn other St. 
Louls Y. M. C. A, buildings. Vitrified 
brick and terra cotta will be the mate- 
rials used in its construction.

Property 
owners will have to reclaim thie district 
as a matter of self-protection. The 
values at which these properties are 
held by landlords, and at which it is 
assessed for taxation do not correspond 
to the sales value. 

“The city that does not pay heed to 
beauty is a back number. City build- 
in@ demands careful and scientific 
study, It is just as necessary in plan- 
ning a city to work along scientific 
lines as it ig in establishing an tndus- 
try.

“One of the first essential things to do 
in this proposed. central residential dis- 
trict will be to widen Washington ave- 
nue. It ts the only thing that will save 
that street. If we are to have a real 
Broadway, it seems to me it must be 
Washington avenue. We have a good 
business street on Washington avenue 
out to Jefferson avenue, wholesale and 
1etail. The widening of the thorough- 
fare would make Washington avenue 
from Jefferson to Grand avenue a traf- 
fic artery. We must plan the city artis-

Oarsmen, Courtney Thinks 


Famous Cornell Coach, Retired for Good, Would Have No Dul- 
,lards on His Squads—Only Strict Obedience Was Toler- 
ated, No Matter How Able the Athletes Were. _

At Cornell they call him ‘‘Pop,’’ and if it were ‘‘Sir Charles’’ or ‘‘ The 
Right Honorable Charles E. Courtney’’ the title would carry legs of honor 


and reverence. 


Every one knows. Charles Courtney as the king of American rowing 


coaches. 


Everybody gives him a lot more of credit than he claims himself. 


One day a visiting writer asked him for a description of the ‘‘Courtney 


stroke.” 

“Don't say ‘Courtney stroke,’ said 
Courtney. ‘There is no such thing. I 
haven't any stroke that’s different from 
any other stroke. I just teach my. men 
the best way to get the greatest power 
with the least expenditure of energy, 
diy gal to recover without checking the 

at. 


Yes, that’s all. But whether there's 
a “Courtney stroke’ or not, Courtney 
has perfected a coaching system ani 
a style of rowing that has put Cornell 
far beyond all other American colleges 
on the water. At Cornell for the past 
30 years he has been absolute dictator 
in all rowing matters. Occasionally 
there have been attempts by some of 
the students to get control of rowing 
affairs, but each time an intimation 
from the “Grand Old Man” of Cayuga 
Lake that he would resign if there was 
any interference with his plans has set- 
tled the matter on tne spot. 

Mr. Courtney's professional coaching 
days are over. Last year he was thrown 
from a berth fh a railway train and 


had his skull fractured. His recovery 


was slow, for he is now 8&7 years of age. 
During the rowing season just finished 


in the great intercollegiate regatta ar 
Poughkeepsie he felt the strain of ac- 
tive work. He has determined to retire 
from his Official position as rowing 
coach for Cornell. He will still live 
at Ithdca, where his home has been for 
sO many years, and will “help the boys 
out” on occasions, but that is all. 

There has been a great deal more 
than a style of rowing in Courtney's 
work at Cornell. @ hag exerted a 
wonderful influence on college sports- 
manship. No one who favors amateur 
coaching can possibly say that 
Charles E., Courtney’s ideals are not 
of the highest. 

‘IT believe in good, clean athietics,” 
Courtney says. “I believe in the kind 
that makes mentally, morally and 
physically better men—not the kind that 
makes a boy neglect his college work 
to hold a place on a crew. The best 
students are the best athletes, and when 
I pick my men for the crews I consider 
their student standing before all other 
er One count in a boat.’’ 

, ourtney is atricti temper 
himself, and he won't allow A aa oe 
drinks intoxicants or smokes tobacco to 
retain a place in a Cornell crew. He ts 
the strictest kind of a disciplinartan. 


Five Varsity Crew Members Fired for 
Eating Shortcake Against the Rules 


Cornell students still tell of one year 
when the crews went to Poughkeepsie 
for the annual races, and five members 


of the varsity crew ate strawberry 
shortcake in the hotel dining room. 
Strawberry shortcake may not be a 
deadly thing, but one of Mr. Courtney's 
training rules strictly prohibited the 
eating of any pie or cake during the 
training period. Returning to the din- 
ing room, Mr. Courtney discovered the 
shortcake eatere in the midst of their 
wild debauch. Calling them to the mid- 
die of the floor, he looked them over 
and told them to leave the quarters at 
orice. 

“But what'll you do for a varsity 
crew?’ they argued, secure in their 
numbers.

-’ The power of the motor is transmit- 


’ ted to the driving wheels through the ; 


'elutch, the transmission and the differ- 
ential. The clutch and transmission have 
_ been outlined, but not the important unit 
‘at the rear. Since the power of the mo- 
‘tor must be transmitted equally to each 


Griving wheel a set of balancing or dif- 
ferential gears is necessary to relieve 
the driving members from unnecessary 
strains caused by uneven roads, turning 
corners, etc. 

With a drawn vehicle, such as the 
wagon, the wheels rotate on spindles in- 
dependently of each other. With the 
automobile both rear wheels must be 
positively driven and the differential 
must compensate for the difference of 
action. To this end the axle drive shafts 
are divided and the driving power trans- 
mitted to each on an equal basis. When 
driving over level roads fhe differential 
turns as a unit or just the same as a 
eclid axle. When one wheel meets with 
increased resistance, such as hitting a 
stone or other obstruction, the differ- 
ential must equalize the motion of the 
wheels. In this manner neither wheel is 
forced to slide and severe strains on the 
shafts are relieved. _ 

Persons not familiar with automobile 
construction seldom realize the pres- 
ence of this important unit because it 
needs very little attention and seldom 
gets out of order. It operates in a bath 
of lubricant, which needs replenishing 
about twice during the season. How- 
ever, without this unit it would be quite 
impossible to enjoy comfort in touring, 
to say nothing of the excessive wear on 
tires together with abnormal strains 
enforced upon the whole driving mech- 
anism. : A 

In the upper right-hand corner of th 
chart is shown a simple sketeh of the 
differential. Since the propeller drive 
shaft is set at right angles to the axle, 
level gears are necessary to transmit 
the power. At ‘‘A’’ is shown the differ- 
ential crown gear attached to one side

shown the differential pinion drive gear 
atiached to the end of the propeller 
drive shaft. One should note that the 
pinion drive gear is very much smaller 
than the crown gear. The size of each 
depends upon the gear reduction re- 
quired for the particular car in which it 
is used. On many of the modern cars 
this crown gear has four times as many 
teeth as the pinion drive gear, making 
a gear reduction of four to one. In 
other words, when the propeller shaft 
turns four times the rear wheels will 


turn once.

However, just as soon as one 
wheel meets an obstruction enforcing 
greater resistance to it than the other 
the gear “C” on the side meeting the 
‘obstruction will start to rotate independ- 
ently of the other gear “C,”’ forcing the 
bevel pinions “‘D’’ to turn on their own 
axes, anchored within «he housing ‘‘I,” 
until such time when a balance is ef- 
fected.

: 


travels a less distance than the outer 
wheel, hence the necessity for this dif- 
ferential action.’ If this was not ar- 
ranged one of the other wheels would 
be forced to slide. 

As mentioned previously, when both 
wheels are rolling over level roads no 
differential action is necessary, and, 
therefore, the whole differentia] turns as 
a solid member. 

At “P” are shown adjusting nuts to 
bring the driving gears properly in 
mesh as required. Sometimes if ad- 
justed too close a disagreeable growl 
will be wet up. On the other hand if 
not adjusted closely enough unneces- 
sary lost motion and wear will result. 

In many of.the modern “rear axles 
the drive shafts ‘“‘E’”’ may be withdrawn 
and the differential unit taken out by 
removing the inspection plate “‘O”’ and 
the retaining caps ‘‘H."’ This, however, 
is seldom necessary except the crown 
gear should become loosened or any of 
the bearings need replacing. Once ad- 
justed and afforied suffictent lubrica- 
tion this unit will need very little at- 
tention.

three years. If this be true, it is our 
Cuty to get busy and help him devel- 
cp ways and means by which he will 
be enabled to make more dollars and 
cents and thus stay longer in the 
business which he has chosen and in 
which we are all pleased.to have him 
engage. 

Some are still arguing the 
mentous question.of “Which was cre- 
ated first, the hen or the egg?’ And 
also that perplexing question, “Why 
a black hen lays a white egg.”’ Could 
they not better speng their time try- 
ing to produce the hen and to get 
the egg? We also see many arguing 
for and against the question of com- 
bining “utility and beauty.” Instead 
of saying it cannot be done, had we 
not better be trying to harmonize 
and combine these two desirable 
qualities. We all admit that they are 
desirable, then let's quit trying to 
discourage those who are making the 
effort, and find out on what basis or 
to what extent and to the highest de- 
gree they may be combined. 

Beauty and Utility Combination. 

A hen that never laid an egg would 
naturally be expectel to score some 
higher than a hen of the same va- 
riety that laid a great many eggs, but 
we would rather have a hen that 
scored 90 an@ laid 200 eggs than to 
have one scoring 94 that laid only 90 
eggs. The standard of perfection 
calls for 100 points for each variety. 
No one ever saw a bird, or perhaps 
ever will see one, that is perfect or 
would score 100 points. But that is 
no reason why we should discourage 
breeders in their efforts to breed 
more perfect specimens, It is just as 
sensible. to do that, however, as it 
is to try to tell them they cannot 
combine utility and beauty to a 
greater degree than they are found 
in the average flock at the present 
time. We are convinced that it can 


be done. If it cannot be, then it is 
high time we begun to discover the 
changes necessary to make in the 
standard requirements so that it may 
be done. 

- A-prominent breeder of Buff Leg- 
horns has had first prize winners at 
the World’s Fair at San Francisco, 
and at the Chicago Poultry Show, 
hatched from birds with records as 
high as 216 eggs. Prominent Barred 
Rock breeders to our knowledge have 
had hens lay as many as 260 eggs and 
still score high enough to win first 
prizes in ig competition. If this 
can be done with these two varieties, 
it can be done with most any other. 


mo- 


The time to score a pullet is just be- 
fore she has laid her first egg. It has 
been long admitted by fanciers that this 
is the period in the life of the average 
female when she is considered in ‘full 
bloom.” After she has been trapnested 
and gone through a hard year’s work 
and the strain of laying a large number 
of eggs, it is not to be expected that 
she will retain quite the same beauty of 
plumage and shape that she had just 
previous to laying her first egg. But 
her value and true worth from a fancy 
stendpoint and for breeding purposes 
may be there just the same. 


New Ege-Laying Contest. 
The various egg-layig contests are do- 


ing much to aid the breeders in their 
efforts to combine egg production and 
beauty or standard requirements to the 
ereatest possible degree The America. 
School of Poultry Husbandry has ar- 
ranged io establish an American egg- 
laying contest on its own experimental 
grounds n. r Kansas City, where al! of 
these points are to be given due con- 
sideration, and entries are now being 
received for this contest. Prizes will 
be offered, not only for the greatest 
number of eggs laid by both pens and 
individuals, Lut for the greatest weight 
i. eggs and also for the pen showing the 
greatest net profit. Winter layers will 
count here. Each bird scoring 90 or 
more points and laying 120 or .more 
er~ vw'll be awarded a handsomely en- 
graved certificate to that effect. Hac 
bird will be officially trapnested an‘ 
the* record certified. Each bird will be 
tested for white diarrhea and that cer- 
tified. Each will be scored and a stand- 
ard score card by a licenseu judge fur- 
nished. 


Method and Ration 
to Produce Moult 


The hen’s success as an egg producer 
during the winter depends greatly upon 
how she goes through the moult, ac- 
eording to C. T. Patterson, superintend- 
ent of the Missouri Poultry Experiment 
Station at Mountain Grove. The habit 
or manner of a hen's moulting depends 
principally upon three things, the same 
as egg production. These are breeding, 
feeding and the season of the year.

depends as much upon how ft 1s fed as 
upon what is fed. If the system has 
been reduced to a low stage by lack of 
feed, broodiness, etc., the muscles hold- 
ing the feathers relax, causing the feath- 
ers to loosen. Then when the new feath- 
ers start to grow, the old ones are 
pushed out of the way as the system is 
built up. 

Hens which go broody late in. the 
summer and get poor usually moult 
when their systems have been rebuilt. 
One method of producing moult is to 
confine the birds for 10 days in close 
quarters with about half a ration. Give 
a tablespoonful of Epsom salts at the 
end of five and 10 days, then feed this 
ration until new feathers are mature: 
Grain: Equal parts corn, wheat and 
oats. Mash: Equal parts; by weight, 
of cornmeal, wheat bran, ground oats, 
beef scraps, and one-half part each of 
oil meal and sunflower seed.

ST. LOUTS. 
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WITH LACLEDE C0 
FOR CHEAPER GAS 


Proposal Tentatively Accepted 
by Company Would Save Con- 
sumers $220,000 a Year. 


Reductions representing an annual 
saving of about $220,000 for users of 
gas are the subject of negotiations 
that for two or three weeks have 
been conducted by Mayor Kiel, City 
Counselor Daues and Direetor of Pub- 
lic Utilities Hooke, for the city; and 
President and General Manager C. L. 
Holman, Attorney Charles A. Houts 
and Engineer George B. Fans, for 
the Laclede Gas Light Co. 

Mayor Kiel told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter yesterday that the lowering of 
rates is considered likely, but that 
the exact extent and scope of the re- 
duction will be determined in con- 
ferences after his return from the 
East within the next two weeks. 

The proposition made by the city, 
and tentatively accepted by the La- 
clede Co., contemplates lowering the 
Present net rates from 80 cents a 
thousand cubic feet for 10,000 cubic 
feet or less, and 60 cents for quanti- 
ties above 10,000 feet to 75 cents net 
a 1000 cukic feet for the first 7500 
feet and 55 cents for each thousand 
feet in excess of 7000 cubic feet. 

Wants to Change Test. 

The city’s proposal was that the 
Laclede company should make these 
concessions as a consideration for au- 
thority to change the test of its 
product from the basis of 18 sperm can- 
dies to British therma! units. The com- 
pany contends that in complying with 
the sperm,test, fixed as a condition of 
the franchise of the old St. Louts 
Gas Light Co. under whiah the La- 
clede is operating in certain parts of 
South St. Louis, the cost of manu- 
facture of gas is increased to the 
amount of about $70,000 a year. 

Under the Laclede’s present schedule 
it is necessary to consume $8 worth of 
gas at §8 cents, net, a 1000 feet before 
the secondary rate is applicable. Under 
the schedule that is the subject of nego- 
tiations, the secondary rate would be 
operative after $.% worth of gas was 
used. 

No questions of additional franchises 
or privileges were discussed at the con- 
ferences, Mayor Kiel told a reporter. 
On March 98, 1910, Benjamin H. Charles, 
then Associate City Counselor, submitted 
to former Mayor Kreismann an opinion 
in which he held that the Laclede Gas 
Light Co.’s franchise expires in 1917. The 
expiration of the franchise, Mayor Kiel 
said, was not broached in any of the ne- 
gotiations.

HE .sensation of the medical profession all over 
the country ‘just now is the severe censure passed 
by the Massachusetts Medical Society, at its re- 
cent convention, upon Dr. Richard C. Cabot of 

Boston, who was found guilty of unethical conduct by 
the society's Council of Ethics. His offending was de- 
clared to-consist in certain of his addresses and articles 
in magazines, in which he was accused of seeking self- 
advertisement. 


But to the layman it may seem that this was not his 
chief misdemeanor, but that it lay in some of his views, 
spoken and written, which strike boldly at the profits 
of the private physician. As an advocate of the group 
or community idea of medical service, he holds that the 
system of private practice necessarily entails grave 
evils. His comparison of physicians to peddlers and 
cobblers, his assertion that surgeons are under almost 
irresistible temptation to perform unnecessary opera- 
tions for money, and his declaration that doctors who 
appease patients, convinced they are ill when they are 
not, by giving them “bread pills,” are guilty of quack- 
ery—all these opinions proved. highly irritating to many 
of his confreres. 

Dr. Cabot’s career has been a rarely brilliant one. 
He was chief of staff of the Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital, and is assistant professor of medicine at Harvard 
University. His book, “Physical Diagnosis,” has had 
four editions, and_is a work of the highest scientific 
authority. He has written standard treatises on 
“Clinical Examination of the Blood,” “Serum Diagnosis 
of Disease” and many other subjects. He is a member 
of the famous Cabot family of Massachusetts. 

Following are characteristic extracts from the writ- 
ings of Dr. Cabot on which the resolution of censure 
was based. 


NEW era has come in the-practice of medi- 
cine, but most people do not know it yet. 
We have begun to emerge from that 
state of medical work in which the doc- 
tor was a peddier selling goods from 
house to house, into the more advanced 
and sensible era in which the doctor 
stays at his place of business, like anyone else who has 
goods to sell, and the people who want those goods come 
to him. The-shop where he has his goods to sell is 
generally called a hospital, and he has associated with 
him there a body of men and women similar to work- 
people, foremen and managers of any industrial plant 
or dry goods store. He has there some beginnings of 
a satisfactory division of labor and specialization of 
function. Therefore he can give the public a much 
better article for less money. The “article” I refer to 
is sound medical advice and treatment. 

When you go to a doctor’s office you may complain of 
nothing more abstruse than a headache or a stomach- 
ache, yet for the solution of the problem represented 
by your suffering there may be needed an X-ray ex- 
amination, chemical tests such as few experts are 
capable of making, the consultation of experts in dis- 
eases of the eye, the ear and the throat, and the study 
of the improvement or aggravation of symptoms at dif- 
ferent times of day and under different diets and 
temperatures. This study demands the conditions found 
in a hospital, and nowhere else to be had without great 
expense. 

Now the poor, those of them who are not too m 
frightened or too ignorant to ask aid at a great p 
hospital, get this sort of up-to-date, scientific, thorough 
diagnosis for nothing, or for a 10 or 25 cent fee. The 
very rich can get served nearly as well as the poor, 
though at a considerably greater expenditure of time, 
by visiting in succession half a dozen specialists and 
paying each of them a high fee. Yet even the rich 
man does not get as satisfactory treatment, by and 
large, as the free hospital patient. 

Still, "ha gets better treatment than the onl majority 
of our fellow beings who are neither very rich nor 
very poor, and who call in a family doctor when there 
is illness in the family. That family doctor does the 
best he knows how, and, considering the difficulties un- 
der which he works, makes a wonderfully good esti- 
mate of the nature of the patient’s disease and the 
treatment to be administered. 

But as an accurate diagnosis simply cannot be made 
in a considerable number of cases without the co-opera- 
‘tion of a number of men, each expert in his own field, 
what we ask the family doctor is to be an “all-round 
epecialist.” This he vigorously attempts, but one can- 
not truthfully say he succeeds, for the attempt is ob- 
viously an impossible one. Medicine is today far too 
large and too complicated a field for any one man, no 
matter how wise and experienced, to cover.

that he is a self-respecting person and does not want 
to be treated like a pauper. On the other hand, he 
cannot possibly get the hospital grade of diagnosis and 
treatment by trotting round from specialist to specialist, 
because he cannot afford the ruinous expense attendant 
upon such a course. Hence he has to be content, or 
discontent, with second-rate medical work. He has 
come to a cobbler to buy a pair of shoes; that is, to a 
man who makes the whole shoe himself, unaided. It is 
100 to 1 that he will get a poorer article and pay more 
for it than his friend who buys a factory-made shoe, 
into the manufacture of which the skill of many has 
entered. 

The industry of the modern doctor can justly be 
compared to that of the cobbler or peddler. There he 
sits in his office and, like the cobbler, does a compli- 
eated piece of work with his own unaided hands; or he 
hurries from house to house like the peddler, and sells 
such goods as he can carry about alone. 


Far too weak is his own brain and body to carry 
about from house to house the resources of modern 
scientific medicine. He cannot pack into his grip an 
up-to-date X-ray machine, a selec- 
tion of the guinea pigs, rabbits, 
sheep or other animals which may 
be necessary for the performance 
of modern laboratory tests. It is 
really grotesque even to attempt a 
mental picture of the burden under 
which the family practitioner 
would stagger if he seriously un- 
dertook to give his patients the 
best that medical science today can 
provide. 

By a curious combination of 
ignorance and misinterpretation, 
the general public today still be- 
lieves that it is a luxury to be able 
to call a private physician to one’s 
house, and a misfortune to go to 
a hospital as a patient. Exactly 
the opposite is the truth. Those 
who attend the best of our large 
public hospitals, free or for trifling 
fees, are really the aristocrat 
among patients. Those who call a 
physician to their houses or visit 
him at his office are the unfor- 
tunates, doomed to pay high for a 
relatively poor bit of service. 

But besides this advantage of 
the group method over private 
practice, there is another and per- 
haps still greater superiority of the 
group method, both for the patient 
and the doctor. The group method tempts the doctor 
to tell the truth. Private practice tempts him sorely 
towards various forms of prevarication and deception. 
In the first place, some patients do not like to be told 
that nothing is the matter with them, and if a practi- 
tioner is dependent for his income upon the whims and 
prejudices of his patients, it is a very serious thing 
for him to risk their displeasure by telling them they 
have no need of a physician. 

Moréover, there are many patients who have a de 
cided proneness to acquire the “doctor habit;” I mean 
theehabit of running to a doctor frequently for all 
sorts of minor ilis of body, mind and estate. No man, 
I a gh ean say that he is altogether beyond the 
reach of temptation in the field of pecuniary benefit.

It is for the interest of the hospital physician to get 
people well as fast as he can. There is no financial 
temptation to keep them going to him for further ad- 
vice and further medicine. In private practice, on the 
other hand, the more visits the patient makes the bet- 
ter it is for the doctor. It is not his interest that peo- 
ple should keep well or should suppose themselves to 
be well in a short time. 

George Bernard Shaw, in the preface to his play. 
“The Doctor's Dilemma,” called attention to a very séri- 
ous danger attendant upon the practice of surgery under 
the present conditions of private competitive medicine, — 
He pointed out that the decision for or against a sur- 
gical operation means deciding whether a particular 
method of treatment (surgery) is the best in sight, 
This decision he saw to be often difficult; and if he 
had known more about the details of medical work he 
would have kr>wn that its difficulty is at times almost — 
insuperable. Men of skill and eminence may honestly — 
and vigorously differ as to whether an operation will 
do good or harm. | 

But when a surgeon has to decide such a question — 
alone his task is;made vastly harder by the introduc. ~~ 
tion of an irrelevant and most disconcerting factor— 
namely, the prospective fee. If he decides that the 
patient needs an operation, that means fifty, a hundred, 
a thousand dollars, or more, for him. If he decides that 
no operation should be done, there is no fee for h 
Shaw protests, and I think with perfect justice, that i 
is not fair to subject men of average honesty, men like — 
ourselves, to conditions which may grievously tempt — 
them to be dishonest. It is not fair to the doctor, and — 
it is not safe for the patient. The patient wants a 
perfectly unbiased judgment; he is extraordinarily for- . 

tunate if he gets it. e

profit. In my mind there is no 

possible doubt that the patient in 

a free hospital gets a sounder, 
cooler, better balanced judgment on — 
the question, “Is operation now 

necessary or. unnecessary?” than 

he does under the conditions of © 
private practice outside hospitals, — 
We talk much and we hope much — 
of preventive medicine, but if it is. 
to amount to anything it will be 
because physicians are encouraged — 
in every possible way to educate 
their patients, and through them — 
the families and neighborhoods — 
around them. Preventive medicine cannot advance far 
merely through discoveries in bacteriology and the — 
transmission of disease. The development of better ~~ 
habits of diet, sleep, exercise and moral self-contfol — 
must come if the discoveries of medical science are ‘to 
have much effect upon the amount of sickness and pre 
mature death in any community. Health will depend 
in the future more upon the patient's intelligence and = 
self-control than upon his doctor’s knowledge. -That — 
knowledge must be transformed into habits through 
teaching and example. ms

Nevertheless, most physicians continue in their prac- 
tice outside hospitals to prescribe a number of quite 
useless though harmless drugs, under the belief that 
their patients demand them and will not be content 
without them. In hospital work it is only necessary 
to do what is actually best for the patient! It is not 
necessary also to humor all his whims and prejudices. 
Therefore, in hospital practice we give medicine as a 
rule only when it is really of use. 

This practice preserves a perfectly honest relation 
between doctor and patient, for every bread pill is 
more or less a sugar-coated lie. If we told the pa- 
tient the truth about it, he would throw it away. It 
is only because we conceal] from him our real intentions 
and deceive him into believing that we have medical 
resources which, in fact, we do not possess, that he 
takes the medicine at all. This sort of practice, as I 
see it, is quackery. Patients are not born with the 
belief that every symptom must be counteracted by a 
naus@ous drug. They gradually acquire this belief be- 
cause we private physicians encourage it. 

The- other bad habit to which I referred, the habit 
of shrinking from telling the truth to the “malade

it is better for the patient’s ultimate welfare that his 
whims and prejudices should be disregarded, it is 
very difficult for the physician to do so, since he knows 
that such action may lose him his patient, who will 
swiftly go to somebody more yielding and sympathetic.

Remarkable eyewitness story of great 
battle tells how the hostile battle- 
cruiser squadrons engaged, how they 
gave place to the grand fleets and 
how vessels were lost—English au- 
thorities declare darkness saved ene- 
my’s dreadnoughts from destruction 


T is several weeks since the great naval battle be- 
tween the British and Germans off the coast of 
Jutland and the world is not yet fully informed 
as to everything that happened. 

The only connected and understandable description 
of the battle was that first printed in the Glasgow 
Herald. It has all the earmarks of being written by 
one or more naval officers and it contains many inti- 
mate touches which at once suggest an eyewitness 
possessed of thorough experience in the handling of 
ships and fleets. 

The fact that, if the maneuvers of the various phases 
of the battle are plotted out they piece together and 
form a logical sequence of events, from the first gun 
to the escape of the German fleet by night through a 
gap in the British line, and that the story agrees close- 
ly with the Admiralty reports, is strong evidence that, 


in its main features, the description is substantially - 


correct. The account is here reprinted verbatim. The 
diagrums were drawn in the. office of the Scientific 
American and are based strictly on the facts as given 
in the article. In these diagrams, which illustrate the 
various phases of the battle, the British ships are 
shown in full black and the Geftman ships in outline. 


66 IRST PHASE, 3:45 p. m., May 31.— 
Beatty’s battle cruisers, consisting of 
the ‘Lion,’ ‘Princess Royal,’ ‘Queen 
Mary,’ ‘Tiger,’ ‘Inflexible,’ ‘Indomitable,’ 
‘Invincible’ and ‘New Zealand,’ were 
on a southeasterly course, followed at 
about two miles distance by the four 

‘Queen Elizabeths.’ 

“Bnemy light cruisers were sighted and shortly aft- 
erwards the head of the German battle cruiser squad- 
ron, consisting of the new cruiser ‘Hindenburg,’ the 
‘Seydlitz,’ ‘Derfflinger,’ ‘Lutzow,’ ‘Moltke’ and possibly 
the ‘Salamis.’

The Germans, covered by a haze, 
could be very indistinctly made out by our gunners. 

“The ‘Queen Elizabeths’ opened fire one after an- 
other, as they came within range. The German battle 
cruisers turned to port and drew away to about 20,000 
yards. 

“Second phase, 4:40 p. m.—A destroyer screen then 
appeared beyond the German battle cruisers. The 
whole German High Seas Fleet could be seen approach- 
ing on the northeastern horizon in three divisions, com- 
ing to the support of their battle cruisers. 

“The German battle cruisers now turned right round 
16 points and took station in front of the battleships of 
the High Fleet.

MERICAN diplomatic history has not been 
overproductive of that form of literature 
known as “memoirs,” wherein somebody. 
usually a woman, takes advantage of 
some opportunity to tell tales out of 
school at a time usually remote enough 
to make the“telling safe for all con 
cerned. A new book of this kind has just been 
published, however, and, unless the portents are mis- 
leading, it is bound to cause more or less commotion, 
particularly since the matter with which it is chiefly 
concerned is involved in this year’s presidential cam- 
paign. Indeed signs are not wanting that its publica- 
tion at this time is actually designed for political 
effect. 

It is called “A Diplomat’s Wife in Mexico” ithieeaedy. 
and is by Mrs. Edith O’Shaughnessy, wife cf Nelson 
O’Shaughnessy, the Secretary of the embassy at 
Mexico City, who became Charge d’Affaires in the 
stirring days after Henry Lane Wilson was recalled, 
and who handled this country’s negotiations with the 
Dictator Huerta. It is constructed in diary form and 
is supposed to be made up of extracts from letters to 
the writer’s mother as written from day to day. -While 
it purports merely to relate the experiences of a bril- 
liant, clever woman at a dramatic time, it is, in fact, a 
glorification of Victoriano Huerta, an adroit indict- 
ment of the American policy towards Huerta and hig 
Government, a covert assault upon President Wilson 
and Willian J. Bryan, then Secvetary of State, and an 
open attack upon John Lind, the President’s “confi- 
dential agent’”’ in Mexico. 

Mrs. O’Shaughnessy has often been called a remark- 
able woman. When her husband returned from his 
Mexican mission there were not wanting those who 
attributed much of his diplomatic success to his clever 
wife. Her reputation for ability is more than sus- 
tained by the book. It is the product of a keen and 
well schooled mind. There are spots where it attains 
to the dignity of real literature. The thought is never 
confused and the expression is clear and pleasing. 
Whether it be regarded merely-as a conscientious ef- 
fort to set forth vivid impressions or 
whether its purposes are intentionally 
polemical, it is always interesting. 

That the writer was not unconscious of 
its polemical natures seems to be indicated 
in her introductory remarks, . 
when she says: tits 

“Victoriano Huerta, the 
central figure of these let- 
ters, is dead, and many with 
him; but the tragedy of the 
nation still goes on.

Many butterflies and all moths will lay their eggs on the 
sides of a box or paper bag. To feed butterflies in captivity all 
that is necessary is to put in the box each day a piece of dried 
apple that has been soaked in honey or sugared water. 

The eggs of different species will be of various colors, and 
will differ greatly in size and shape. No attempt should be 
made to remove them from the sides of the box or bag, but 
the pieces of paper to which the eggs cling should be cut out 
and placed in a small bottle. 

After hatching comes the search for food. ‘Fhis searching 
is not done by the little caterpillar, but by the enthusiastic 
“fly raiser” himself. The food plant upon which a particular 
species of larvae will feed must be discovered. Experimenta- 
tion will probably have to be made before the right plant is 
discovered. Leaves should be obtained from a dozen or more 
different plants. From these little strips are cut out and given 
to the larvae. Next day if it is found that the larvae do not 
seem to congregate on any of these strips, 12 others are added. 
When the proper pabulum is at last hit upon, a feeding of that 
particular plant is given daily. 

Many of Miss McGlashan’s choicest and most valuable speci- 
mens are caught right at her home doorstep, or among the 
bushes and weeds within a hundred feet of her home. The 
study of moths is comparatively new, and for this reason the 


‘ demand for moth specimens is greater than that for butterflies. 


In capturing moths at night Miss McGlashan uses for bait a 
mixture consisting af two quarts of stale beer, half a pint of 
rum, and a sufficient quantity of brown sugar to make a thick 
mixture. With an ordinary paint brush she then paints a tree 
with this composition. This is called “sugaring” a tree. Ina 
few minutes after the process has been completed thousands of

UDOLPH MELVILLE HUNTER of Phil- 
adelphia says he has discovered and 
practices the world-sought secret of 
alchemy. For 14 years, he states, he 
has been turning baser metals into 
gold, and has now so perfected the 
process that the treasured metal can 
be manufactured commercially at a cost of 5 to 10 
cents on the dollar. He says the gold may be pro- 
duced as an instantaneous result or be: caused to 
“grow.” 

Such announcements have been made from time 
to time by obscure cranks, but never before by such 
a@ recognized scientist as Mr. Hunter. He is an in- 
ventor of world-wide reputation. He is a member of 
many American and foreign scientific societies. He 
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Original research since 1902 include. 
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ranks third (Thomas A. Edison 
ranking first) on the list of 
patenteés of the world. He has 
been an expert in. patent mat- 
ters for 40 years, and was an 
engineer and master mecha- 
nician before entering the pro- 
fession. The General Electric 
_and Westinghouse companies 
own or control hundreds of his 
patents. Among these are the 
trolley and other electric . rail- 
way systems, and the alternat- 
ing transformer system of elec- 
trical transmission employed. in 
all lighting and power systems. 
His motion picture machine was 
completed, contracts made and 
hall built more than a year be- 
fore the invention was shown 
by others. He is an expert ad- 
visor for the Victor Talking 
Machine Co. and many other 
concerns dealing with funda- 


= 


mental problems of light and 
#ound. Has he discovered how 
_to transmute other metals into 

gold? He says so; and 


those who know Mr. Hun- 
ter find it difficult to 
question the seemingly in- 
credible statement. 

And yet Mr. Hunter re- 
fuses, and has refused for 
14 years, to take anyone 
into his confidence. 


_.“T dare not do it,” he 
told me. “The greatest of 
ROSEN financiers do not seem to 

— realize what the giving 
away of such a secret means. If I should make gold 
cheap, I would not only destroy the gold standard, 
upon which’ modern trade is founded, but I would 
destroy the’ possibility of any other workable 
monetary standard.” 

Is-it possible that any man in gold-loving America 
could have discovered such a secret and sefrained 
from using it for such a réason? I talked with Mr. 
Hunter for several hours and concluded that it is. 


Mr. Hunter is past-60. He works all the time. He 
is in his office all day and late into the evening. 
Week-ends and holidays he spends in his loved 
laboratory. He sleeps little, thinks constantly, but 
is never in a hurry. He is well-to-do but not rich; 
seems to care little for money. making. His one 
passion is scientific research. CHents with puzzling 
problems can always command his time. 


Men no older than Mr. Hunter frequently call 
me “Boy.” And yet I can remember: when the ex- 
ploits of Ddrius Green were accepted.'as the last 
word in aviation. I can remember when popular 
science magazines “proved” that the horseless car- 
riage could never become a commercial success. As 


for X-rays and _ wireless 
telegraphy, they “were ab- 
surd; as absurd as_ the 


dreams of those ancient al- 
chemists who thought they 
would some day discover 
how to turn ordinary metals 
into gold. 


When; in 1903, Mr. Hunt- 
er first publicly announced 
his discovery, few took it 
seriously. It was seized 
upon as a newspaper sensa- 
tion—in those days of yel- 
low journalism—and forgot- 
ten. Scientists almost ig- 
nored it.- Financiers smiled. 
Mr. Hunter worked silently 
on. That the public had 
failed to take him seriously - 
allowed him freedom to 
work out the hundred prac- 
tical problems that present- 
ed themselves. 


“Now,” he said, “I have 
not only mastered the 
theory, but the commercial 
side of the process also. I 
can manufacture gold not 
only from the baser metals, 
but from common mineral 
substances, even from 
water and stone. It may 
actually be made from the | 
victuals on yoyr table. With a suitable commercial 
plant, I can make it in any quantity, at a cost of 
less than a tenth of the present value. I am making 
it. I have been making it for years. But I have 
made it so far only as the result of scientific re- 
search and not for commercial profit. As soon as I 
can arrange for commercial manufacture without 
endangering the secret, I shall begin to make a 
limited amount for the public market. 

“I do not know how much could. be made without 
upsetting the gold standard. Perhaps five billion 
dollars worth. ~ Perhaps not that much.’ Whatever 
the amount is; the making of more would-be a miis- 
take. It would tend to reduce the value of what I 
had already manufactured. You see, it isn’t alto 
gether altruism and political conservatism that 
keeps me from giving away this secret.” 


RUDOLPH MELVILLE HUNTER. 
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Rudolph Melville Hunter, one of the world’s famous 
_ inventors, asserts that he has discovered the long 
sought secret of transforming baser metals into 
precious—Only Edison and one other surpass him 
in the number of inventions patented—Will never 
| reveal his process, he says. 


Mr. Hunter talked very quietly, with scarcely a 
show of over-interest. . None but the coolest of 
scientists, I felt, could hold such a belief without 
becoming a raving maniac. If this man could make 
gold, he could also destroy its power. In an instant, 
he could reduce every gilt-edged security in the 
world to a scrap of paper. He could pauperize every 
lord -of finance. He could rob the dollar of its 
almightiness and put an end to the. universal 
scramble for it. In a word, he could destroy capital- 
ism, the present. economic system in which coni- 
modities are manufactured for sale, a system made 
possible by a’ handy medium of exchange. By de- 
stroying the very basis of international credit, he 
might incidentally stop the war. But -whatever 
happened, before we could adjust ourselves to the 
moneyless situation, we would be sure of having the 
worst panic that ever blighted the earth. 

If you held such _a secret in your mind, to whom 
would you confide it? Remember, there would be 
millions -in it, millions overnight, for anyone who 
coudd -by any, sort of conspiracy get a peep at the 
formula; that is, there would be millions until the 
output became so plentiful as to upset the money 
system, or until sentiment had discounted the com- 
ing ruin and hurried it on. Mr. Hunter knows of 
only one person whom he can depend upon to keep 
such a secret. That -person is Rudolph Melville 
Hunter. 

Mr. Hunter expects to provide capital enough to in- 
stall a gold-manufacturing plant on a large scale, 
in such a manner that no employe or officer in charge 
could by any chance obtain the formula. If he can- 
not install such a plant, he pointed out, the secret 
would not be kent; and if the secret were not kept, 
there would be no profit in the. business, to say noth- 
ing of there being no business, there or anywhere 
else on earth. Just now he has set himself the task 
of perfecting a thoroughly automatic plant. 

While Mr. Hunter would not disclose any detail 
of the process he freely stated that it. involved the 
destruction ef the atom and its rebuilding into a 
different atom. An atom of gold, he said, is com- 
prised of the same electronic material as an atom 
of any other metal. It has a different character 
because of different magnetic environment, due to 
the different association of its component electrons. 
In order to change the character of the metal, these 
magnetic conditions must first be stilled and the 
different association due to a different number of 
electrons induced. 

“How did you discover this?” I asked. - 

“Not by trying to find a way to manufacture gold,” 
he said. “I discovered it by studying the sun, and 
realizing that none of the accepted theories of the 
sun’s radiation were tenable. We have always sup- 
posed that the sun is hot. This is hardly true. It 
is practically a ball of electric energy. Only when 
its electric rays come in contact with molecules (or 
massed atomic matter) is heat: produced. If the 
heat of the earth came directly from the sun, it 
would be warmer miles up in the air than it is on 
the earth’s surface. Everyone knows it is colder. 
The rarer the air becomes 
—the less dense the atomic 
matter’ to be bombarded by 
the electric rays and con- 
vert them into heat—the 
colder the temperature. Be- 
yond our atmosphere, in 
the region of pure ether, 
the temperature is 461 de- 
grees F' below zero. 


“Now; the spectrum in- 
dicated: that there are 36 
elements in the photosphere 
of the. sun. Other suns 
(stars) have different num- 
bers of elements, according 
to their condition of ma- 
turity and size. The earth 
has some eighty elements. 
With a given mass, the 
older a star is the greater 
quantity of elements in its 
photosphere. There are no 
‘elements in the central or 
nucleus portions. The 
photosphere of the sun is 
possibly 5000 miles thick 
at the equator and in this 
alone is contained the 
atomic elements, except as 
far as we may consider the 
corona manifestations as a 
part of the physical photo- 
sphere. It is evident that 
as the sun ages new. elements are being created in 
this photosphere. Transmutations are going on 
there, ninety-three millions of miles away; and in 
the stars, whose distances are to be reckoned in 
‘light-years,’ or the 6,000,000;000,000 miles it takes 
light to travel in a year, the nearest star being four 
light-years away. I looked through these distances 
and found the principle of transmutation. The 
white, yellow, orange and red stars are all creating 
atomic matter in different stages of the periodic 
system. which defines the relations of atomic ele- 
ments one to the other. 

“The ‘centrifugal force in “the sun being greater 
at the equator hurls the elemental atomic matter 
outward at the surface in such-a way as to cause 
a thicker photosphere at the equator and a gradual

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HARRY RUBIN. 


VERY once in a while in fiction one 
runs across the story of some “mute, 
inglorious Milton,” discovered by 
chance and, through fortuitous circum- 
stances, set upon the pathway to Fame. 
Such things rarely happen in real life. 
Yet the story of Harry Rubin, a Jewish 

immigrant, living in St. Louis, has all the appear- 
ances of such a thing. 


It is too early, perhaps, to determine whether 
Harry Rubin is the possessor of outright genius or 
merely of exceptional talent. When it is remem- 
bered, however, that, seven months ago he had never 
taken a lesson in molding and that until within the 
last year or so he had never been inside an art 
museum, it must be considered as 
astonishing that he should have been 
awarded recently a bronze medal for 
the best bit of sculpture turned out 
in the year by the art students at 
the St. Louis School of Fine Arts of 
Washington University. 

Some heed must also be paid to the 
fact that whereas only three years 
ago the height of his ambition was to 
be the best boxer in a Russian village, 
today his ambition is to seek the 
“bubble reputation” by a life of 
arduous devotion to art. That this 
revolution could come about through 
the whims of chance the young man’s 
life history reveals. 

Rubin was,born 22 years ago in a village in the 
Poltava Government, Russia. He was a poor boy in 
a poor community, a strictly utilitarian community, 
too, where the horizon of.a youth’s aspiration was 
bounded by his opportunity. to learn some mechanti- 
cal trade. One who dreamed of art as a divine mis- 
tress in that settlement would have been reckoned 
as mad and as little understood as. one who dreamed 
of serving the Egyptian Isis. 

At some early period in his childhood, Rubin 
learned that if one moistened clay to a certain de- 
gree he could mold it into various shapes to suit 
his fancy. He experimented and was charmed with 
the result. So were not his parents. They berated 
him for a loafer who liked to play in the dirt. His 
productions were so much trash cluttering up the 
family home. Condemnation shrilled in his ears, al- 
ready, perhaps, ringing from a 
hearty cuff, and discouraged him. 

In a little while he forgot all the 
marvelous qualities of moistened 
clay. 

Then he was apprenticed to a 
cap maker. Being an apprentice 
meant for him, as for many an- 
other Jewish boy, a condition of 
virtual serfdom. He was required 
to work long hours. The com- 
pensation was ridiculous. It was 
regarded as pay enough if, after 
he had given his services for 
years, he had learned to be a fair 
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Tia tneding sory of Mame Ba a, hn 
immigrant Jewish boy, who played 
with mud until he had fashioned a 
remarkable bust of Lincoln, there- 
by winning his “chance”? and who 
carried off the season’s greatest 
prize for art school students after 
less than seven months’ instruction 


cap maker. Later he tired of this industry and was 
apprenticed to a wheat miller. 

Thus he passed a boyhood of toil. It had one re- 
lief. He was agile and sturdy and ‘when he joined 
a local athletic circle he displayed ‘great | natural 
ability as a boxer. He fought his Way to some minor 
championships. He had hopes that some day he 
might become famous as a pugilist. To be success- 
ful as a fighter meant, he knew, a sort of fame in 
America and: he dreamed of coming to America, 

This dream was soon realized. A brother had 
come to St. Louis and had written home to tell of 
the fine opportunities there were for a young man 
in the United: States. Three years. ago. Harry left 
his native land and landed an immigrant at Ellis 
Island. 

Naturally he came at once to St. Louis. He iad 
his brother here with. a large family and in cir- 
cumstances that were not altogether enviable. ‘It 
took hard work to feed the hungry mouths. So 
Harry set out finding a job at his old trade and 
became a journeyman cap maker, 

On a holiday about a year ago he was strolling 
through a park when he observed a big building into 
which many persons were: going. He folloyed the 
crowd. When he got inside hé stood looking abeut 
him as one in a dream. ‘It ‘was.the Art Museum 
and he was looking at the sculpture, ‘He has since 
declared that it came to him:as a bewildering revela- 
tion that people could be interested in things you 
could model with your hands. He had néver seen 
any real works of art before! 
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Rubin's statue which won the Art 
School prize, 


His long hours of work and the crowded home of 
his brother began to tell on his health. One day he 
went to a doctor. The physician discovered that 
Harry was suffering from a touch of incipient pul- 
monary tuberculosis. 

“You must quit work at. once, get out into the 
fresh air and pest,” he said. 

Harry threw up his hands in despair. Quit work! 
Rest! How could one live if one didn’t work? 

His case came to the attention of Oscar Leonard, 
superintendent of the Jewish Educational and Chari- 
table Association. Leonard arranged to have him 
cared for at the Jewish Home for Chronic Invalids 
on the Fee Fee road in St. Louis County. That was 
at the beginning of last summer. 

Everybody remembers what a wet summer it was. 

Now rain makes 
mud and as Harry plodded around in the mud, with 
practically nothing to do, he got to picking up 
fuls of it and modeling it into fanciful 
as he had done in childhood. :
